Financial  institutions  on 

Coast  in  Prosperous 

Condition. 


Chicago,  Oct.  29.— The  financial  con- 
dition throughout  the  West  was,  today, 
satisfactory  in  general  to  the  banks 
and  lo  the  majority  of  business  inter- 
eats.  In  all  the  nioney  centers  trade 
was  on  the  check  and  certificate  plan 
and  the  banks  were  holding  as  closely 
as  pi>s;jible  to  the  reserves  of  cuiTency. 
The  banks  in  Kansas  reported  them- 
selves as  in  a  ptarticularly  strong  con- 
dition, many  of  them  having  been  50 
j>er  cent  In  excess  of  the  ordinary  legal 
reserve.  In  Ore-gon,  Governor  Cham- 
berlain declare*!  the  next  five  days  a 
legal  holiday  in  order  to  prevent  a 
currency  famine.  All  of  the  banks  in 
Portland  from  whence  this  news  came 
were  absolutely  sound,  and  there  was 
no  run  or  sign  of  a  run  upon  any  of 
thtm.  They  not  only  have  standing 
accounts  iii  the  East,  but  during  the 
last  few  months  have  loaned  millions 
of  dollars'  to  Kastern  bankers. 

The  banks  in  Spokane  have  decided 
to  take  action  similar  to  that  of  the 
Chicago  and  New  York  banks  in  order 
to  protect  their  cash  reserves.  All  fin- 
ajicial  institutions  there  are  reported 
to  be  in  excellent  condition  and  there 
never  has  bten  a  time  when  the  gen- 
eral prosptrity  has  been  so  great  as 
row,  but  the  bankers  consider  it  pru- 
dent to  adopt  the  plan  which  has  been 
put  in  f'>rce  in  other  cities. 

At  Kaiisa.a  City  the  Wyandotte  .Slate 
bank  with  deposits  of  SOw.i.kX)  was  ab- 
sorbed by  the  Commercial  National 
bank.  The  institution  was  entirely  sol- 
vent, and  will  be  kept  open  for  several 
days  for  the  convenience  of  customers. 

James  F.  Downing,  president  of  the 
New  England  National  bank  of  Kansa.s 
Cfty.  and  a  leading  member  of  tiie 
clearing  house,  declared  that  no 
trouble  had  been  experienced,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  Bankers'  Trust  com- 
pany, which  closed  yesterday  to  go  into 
liquidation.  The  restrictions  in  the 
payment  of  currency  were  accepT»-d 
cheerfully  by  all  customers. 

The  «'hicago  banks  commenced  their 
second  day's  buslne.--s  under  the  check 
system,  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
manner  in  which  the  new  method  was 
received  by  the  depo.*itors.  Out  of  400.- 
000  saving.-;  depositors  in  the  city,  only 
1.500  made  application  for  the  with- 
drawal of  their  deposits,  or  gave  no- 
tice of  withdrawal.  The  cleanup 
house  issued  to  Its  m^^mbers  $S,(»00.0<>0  in 
certificatt-s.  yet  the  debt  balance^j 
which  had  to  be  settled  with  the  certifi- 
ficates  were  far  from  smaller  than 
usual,  approximating  barely  $1.500.0<».

The  man  was  Col  Ben-  j  % 
jamin  Carroll  I>ent,  a  wealthy  Austral-  |  2^ 
ian    ranchman,    who    died    recently    in 
Sydney,    Australia,    at    the    age    of    78. 
His  estate  is  valued  at  $1.500,0(t0. 

Mrs.   Noble  belongs  lo  an  old  family 
in  the  South.    On  one  of  her  first  visits 
to  Washington  she  was  noticed  by  Col. 
Dent,    then    holding    a    position    in    the 
war  department.     She  then,  as  Miss  St. 
Clair,  was  only  IT  years  old.  Her  beau- 
ty captivated  Col.  Dent  and  he  lost  no 
time  ir.  finding  the  frl'c-nds  she  was  vis- 
iting  and   getting    the   introduction    he 
was  lovtking  for.     He  saw  little  of  her. 
Sc>on    after    he    left    this    country    for 
Switzerland.     That   was   in   1887.     Only  | 
one  year  did  Col.  Dent  remain  in  S\Nit-  | 
ztrland,    having    found    that    an    open  i 
field  awaittd  him   in  Australia. 

When  yet  in  her  teens  Helen  St.  Clair 
married  Goorge  Noble.  Marriage  in  her 
case  was  a  failure,  and  by  mutual 
agreement  she  and  her  husband  parted. 
She  look  her  two  boys  and  went  to 
hve  in  Rome,  N.  Y.,  with  her  mother- 
m-Iaw.  There  she  remained  until  com- 
ing to  Schenectady  five  years  ago.  Rc- 
c«:-ntly  she  left  t-his  city  to  go  to  Chi- 
caso,  where  she  is  a  nurse  in  a  hos- 
pital, earning  money  to  put  her  sons 
through  college.

Abandoned  Merrill  &  Ring 

Structure  Easy  Prey 

to  Flames. 

Good  Work  by  Firemen 

Prevents   Spread   to 

Other  Property. 


The  flTe  at   the  old  mill  of  the  Mer- 
rill &  King  coimparvy,  at  the  foot  of  Main 
street  yesterday   was  greater  In   possi- 
bilities than  In  realities.     The  firemen, 
by  a  quick  response  to  the  alarm  and 
good  work  after  arriving  on  the  i?cene, 
succeeded  in  confining  the  flames  to  the 
I  north  wing  of  the  building,  where  they 
started  aiid   the   total   loss   will  ag-gre- 
I  gate    only    a    few    hundred    dollars,    in 
j  aetua.1  value  of  property  destroyed,  and 

much  less  :n  real  worth,  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  the  mill  was  abandoned. 

Had  the  alarm  been  a  few  minutes 
later,  the  entii-e  building  would  have 
gone  and  probably  the  flajnes  would 
have  menaced  the  property  of  the  Al- 
ger-SniiLh  company  more  tha.n  they 
did.  The  fire  started  in  thenorth  wing 
of  the  old  building.  The  watchman 
was  engaged  in  warming  .some  grease 
used  in  greasing  the  axles  of  tram  cars, 
when  the  stuff  boiled  over  and  became 
ignited.  It  quickly  set  fire  to  the  dry 
timbers  of  the  floor  and  the  watchman 
was  unable  to  do  anything  with  the 
flames.     He  turned  in  the  alarm. 

Approach  to  the  building  was  diffi- 
cult, as  the  grounds  in  the  vicinity 
have  torn  up  in  the  removal  of  steam 
and  water  pipes  and  were  littered  with 
timbers  and  other  material,  re^ultin-^: 
from  the  dismantling  of  the  mill.  The 
firemen  were  coimpeslled  to  lay  1,2(X)  fet-c 
of  hose  for  each  sti-eam,  but  they  suc- 
ceedid  in  confining  the  fire  to  the  sort- 
ing room  w-here  is  started. 

The  building  Is  open  and  draughty 
and  had  the  fire  spread  to  the  main 
portion  of  the  mill,  the  firemen  would 
have  been  powerless  against  It.  Their 
ai-rival  was  timely,  as  the  flames  were 
spreading  quickly  through  the  dry 
structure.  The  Alger-Smith  company's 
lumber  piled  on  the  docks  was  in  dan- 
ger for  a  time,  but  it  did  not  take 
fire  and  the'  blaze  did  not  menace  the 
Alger-Smith   mill.

The     whole     apparatus     need     not 
j  weigh   over  twenty  pounds  and  the  pros- 
\  pector   can   pack  it    froiti   place   to   place. 
I     Down      in    Southwestern      Arizona    the 
{Mexican    is    credited    with    the    Invention 
;Of    the    dry    washc-r   and    nothing    elge.    It 
is    the    last    resource    of    the    prospector 
I  who  cannot  get  a  grub  stake.     For"  miles 
1  around  Yuma,  on  either  side  of  the  Col-

':  can.  The  Mexican  seldom  lays  bare  more 
;  than  a  sqiiai-e  yard,  and  from  that,  so 
j  the  envious  Gringo  asserts  he  gets  what , 
I  he  is  after.  i 

A  still  more  simple  and  primitive  method 

of  dry  washing  is  indicated  by  innumer- 
'  able  basinlike  depressions  along  the  sides 
I  of  the»5e  gulches.  From  each  has  been 
i  taken  about  a  bucketful  of  sand,  which 
i  Is  placed  a  handful  at  a  time,  in  an 
'  ordinary  gold  pan,  a  rissla  iron  basin  a 

little  larger  than  the  ordinary  tin  wash 
j  basin. 

This,  by  a  dexterous  turn  of  the  wrist, 
,  the  Mexican   throws  into  the  air,  at  the 

same  time  blowing  through  it.  As  it  falls 
I  he  tilts  the  pan,  allowing  it  to  run  in  a 
I  thin  stream  over  the  edge.  His  beadlike 
I  eye  is  capght  and  sent  back  to  the  foxtail 
I  of  black  sand  and  concentrates  on  the 
I  opposite  edge  of  the  pan.  In  hi^lf  an  hour 
I  he  is  solvent,  and  the  placer  ground  will 
]  know   h'.m   no    more    until   a  run  of  hard 

luck  at  cock  fighting  or  raonte  sends  him 
;  back  to  the  bank  nature  has  provided  for 
I  him. 

I  It  is  confidently  asserted  throughout  the 
I  Southwe'jt   that  the  Mexican  possesses  a 

sixth  sense  which  enables  him  to  locate 
I  Infallibly    the    pockets    which    white    men 

either    miss    altogether   or    only    stumble 

upon  hi'  accident. 
Men  have  carefully  studied  the  natural 

features  of  these  spots,  but  are  unable  to 

discover  the  indications  which  point  them 

out  to  the  native.  It  is  maddeniny  to  work 


ten  da5^  under  a  blazing  sun  for  a  few 
dol'ars"  worth  of  dust  and  nuggets,  and 
then  to  se*e  a  lazy  Mexican  waik  directly 
to  a  spot  a  fev.'  reids  away,  pan  a  bucket 
full  of  dirt  and  slouch  olt  after  half  an 
hours  work  w.th  ffo  worth  of  the  yellow 
me;a]  knotted  up  in  his  gaudy  handker- 
chief. 

But  if  the  Mexican  possesses  this  sense, 
he  is  careful  not  to  abuse  it.  He  takes 
only  enough  fur  his  immediat'-  necessities, 
and  has  a  lofty  contempt  for  the  Ameri- 
can's ambition  to  acquire  richi'j.  Nor 
will  he  locate  a  quar.z  vein  if  iie  liappens 
to  uncover  one. 

By  an  unwritten  law  these  dry  placers 
above  Yuma  are  free  te>  ail.  No  one 
.stakes  a  eliiin  other  than  those  lea  ted 
by  dredging  eximpanitH,  who  after  years 
of  disa.stor  have  not  yet  g:v(n  over  the 
attempt  to  eat  away  the  banks  of  the 
Colorado  until  they  have  opened  a  passage 
into   the'  dt'.sort. 

Wanj'  rich  dircoveri'}  of  quartz  lodes 
have  be-en  made  by  dry  washers  and  some 
have  been  workeu  bj  the  same  primitive 
method. 

Now  and  then  a  rich  stringer,  a  vein  an 
inch  or  two  wide,  is  found,  which  Is  not 
of  suffielent  volume  to  pay  for  the  erec- 
tion of  an  arrastra,  wh.ch  is  a  crude 
quartz  erusher  operated  by  mule  power, 
e)r  even  by  hand.  The  arrastra,  by  the 
way,  is  precisely  the  sort  of  mill  to 
whieh  the  Phh.vtines  harnessed  Samsan, 
according  to  the  familiar  picture  by  Dure. 
The  discoverer  then  rigs  a  spring  pestle 
with  which  he  pulverizes  the  rotten 
quartz,  running  the  powder  through  the 
dry  wa.sher. 

Early  in  the  '90s  two  young  fellows 
fou'id  such  a  strin/er  near  the  deserted 
camp  of  Ehrenberg.  With  pestle  and  dry 
wasliCT  they  managed  to  get  out  several 
thousand  dollars'  worth  of  di.«it,  but  a 
good  deal  of  the  rock  was  too  refractory 
to  "oe  worked  in  that  way,  and  this  was 
sacked  in  the  form  of  specimens  and  con- 
centrates, the  whole  amounting  to  over 
?lo,OvtO. 

Thev  came  down  the  river  In  a  boat. 
which  was  tlpptd  over  in  three  feet  of 
water  within  a  few  miles  of  Yuma  by  a 
big  dog  that  accompanied  the  party,  and 
tried  to  climb  aboard  after  being  pitched 
over  for  a  swim.  Not  a  c.  nt's  worth  of 
the  cargo  was  .saved.  The  lx>ttom  of  the 
Colorado  is  a  v;.v.t  deposit  of  silt  and 
quick.'-and.  Dredgers  have  sunk  seventy 
feet  in  it  above  Laguna  without  touch- 
ing  bedrock. 

The  p  acer  miners  say  the  gold  of  the 
desert  which  the  dry  v/asher  recovers  in 
such  minute  quantities  was  deposited  by 
the  river,  the  bed  of  which  is  liable  to 
change  materially  in  a  few  week!-.  In  the 
mile  deep  canon  iJiai  .'j  one  of  the  world's 
wonders,  a  ditch  irom  five  to  fifteen  miles 
wide  and  hundreds  of  miles  kmg,  cut 
through  jv  iiigh'.y  mineralized  region,  there 
must  have  been  many  rich  lodes,  richer 
perhaps  than  any  of  which  the  world 
holds  record.  Th»se  the  action  of  the 
water  through  countless  ages  has  disin- 
tegrated and  carried  far  down  toward  the 
delta  of  the  great  river  in  the  form  of 
dust    and    nuggets. 

The  Colorado  is  a  natural  flume.  lib 
bottom,  deep  under  the  •iilt  where  rifts 
and  ridge:s  of  bedrock  form  mde-wide 
riffles,  is  a  treasure  house  whose  riches 
no  man  may  estimate.  But  even  the 
opaque  water  is  '^aid  to  carry  an  average 
of  25  cents'  worth  of  gold  to  the  ton,  held 
in  solution  or  floating  on  the  surface. 

Every  miner  knows  that  gedd  will  float, 
the  fiour  gold  whose  particles  are  so 
minute  that  only  the  avid  gnp  of  fxulck- 
silv'.r  may  clutch  and  hold  it.  Perhaps 
some  day  some  Jernigan  will  make  good 
and  wrtst  from  the  broud  and  shallow 
Cfjloiado  a  treasure  that  will  compli- 
cate anew  the  relation  of  the  precious 
metalti. 

?.Ieanwh!le  the  chief  t-ource  of  produc- 
tion, BO  far  as  tiiese  places  d  xusit£  are 
concerned,  will  continue  lo  be  tiie  legacy 
of   the  Aztecs,   the  dry   wa-htr. 


EMPRESS    EUGENIES   ESCAPE. 

The  late  Count  Nigra,  whose  death  was 
reported  yesterday,  was  once  Italian  Ajn- 
basaador  at  Paris,  and  In  that  capacity 
helped  the  Empress  Eugenie  to  escape 
from  the  Tuileries  in  ISTO. 

The  incident  is  ihu.s  related  by  Nigra. 
says  the  London  Telegraph. 

"Napoleon  was  a  prisoner,  all  Parl» 
was  crushed  by  the  desolating  news 
which  continaully  arrived,  and  thousands 
surrounded  the  Tuileries.  The  empress 
v.as  in  despair  and  could  not  be  persuad- 
ed to  leave  the  palace.  To  Gen.  Trochu 
the  task  of  protecting  her  majesty  had 
been  committed.  He  showed  himself, 
however,  very  inactive,  and  seemed  In- 
clined to  let  matters  take  their  course. 

"In  the  antechamber  to  her  majesty's 
apartments  Count  Richard  Mettemich 
and  Count  Nigra  suddenly  appeared  and 
demanded  admission.  The  adjutant  on 
duty  refused  to  let  them  pass.  The  two 
diplomatists  brushed  him  aside  and  threw 
ox)en  the  door  where  the  empress  sat. 
They  advised  her  immediate  flight,  tell- 
her  she  would  be  otherwise  Inevitably 
lost.  At  last  their  advice  prevailed,  and 
accompanied  by  Mme.  I.^breton,  and 
wearing  only  a  light  mantilla,  she  hur- 
ried through  the  picture  gallery  and  a 
long  corridor  to  a  side  door,  where  the 
sentinel  refused  to  let  them  pass. 

"Counts  Metternlch  and  Nigra  made, 
however,  short  work  of  him,  and  led  the 
empress  into  the  street,  where  a  man  was 
haranguing  a  crowd  and  violently  abtis- 
Ing  Napoleon  to  some  thousands  of  peo- 
ple. Nigra  called  to  a  passing  flarce.  A 
boy  exclaimed:  "You  are  the  empress.' 
Count  Nigra  gave  the  boy  a  blow:  cry- 
ing: 'Take  that  for  having  cried  "Long- 
live  the  Prussians:"  Then  followed  the 
well  known  flight  to  the  house  of  Dr. 
Evans,  from  which  place  she  proceeded 
on  her  Journey."

FOUGHT  A  HOT 
PISTOL  DUEL 

Chicago  Policeman  Had 

Fierce  Fight  With 

Two  Men. 

Chicago,  Oct.  29.— Pohceman  Timothy 
Sullivan,  of  the  West  Chicago  avenue 
station,  fought  a  revolver  battle  with 
two  men  yesterday,  but  they  got  away 
from  him  after  his  ammunition  was  ex- 
hausted. 

Sullivan  had  arested  Ora  Velt,  who 
escaped  from  the  West  Chicago  avenue 
municipal  court  a  month  ago,  and  was 
dragging  him  to  a  patrol  box  when  he 
was  assailed  by  Velfs  companion,  Hor- 
ace ("HI  Hi")  Simmons,  who  began  fir- 
ing with  two  revolvers. 

The  policeman  used  Velt  as  a  shield 
and  blazed  away  with  his  own  revolver 
until  It  was  empty,  without  hitting  any- 
body. Velt  thought  he  surely  would  be 
struck  by  a  bullet  either  from  the  pistol 
ol  his  friend  or  the  policeman,  and 
wrenched  himself  free.  Sullivan  tapped 
him  on  the  head  with  his  empty  revolver 
and  sent  him  rolling  Into  the  gutter. 

Velt  then  drew  another  revolver  which 
the  policeman  had  overlooked  in  his 
hasty  search,  and  shot  at  Sullivan.  Tho 
policeman  was  then  forced  to  rely  on  a 
revolver  he  had  taken  from  Velt  a  few 
minutes  before,  but  could  not  do  much 
good  with  It.  The  others  kept  up  their 
fire,  sending  a  bullet  through  Sullivan's 
coat  and  another  through  nis  hat,  but 
he  was  not  hurt. 

He  fought  until  his  ammunition  was 
all  gone  and  then  determined  he  had 
better  get  assistance.  He  ran  into  a 
saloon  and  borrowed  a  revolver,  but  by 
tthe  time  he  had  returned  his  assailants 
were  getting  away  as  fast  as  they  could. 
They  had  no  curiosity  to  await  the  out- 
come of  the  battle,  and  decided  not  to 
stay  until  the  policeman  came  out. 
Neither  has  been  found,  although  many 
policemen   are   hunting  for  them.

copied  the  same  note  from  it. 
the  notebook  in  llie  drawer, 
face  to  the  bulkhead  and 
again.

The  above  is  tne  closing  statement  in 
a  lengthy  communication  presented  to 
the  city  council  last  evening  by  promi- 
nent property  holders  on  the  bay  shore 
and  along  the  route  of  the  proposed 
Railroad  street  extension. 

The  petition  is  signed  by  the  Marshall- 
Wells  company  and  other  prominent 
wholesalers,  and  reiterates  emphatical- 
ly the  reasons  for  demanding  the  ex- 
tension of  the  street  to  Garfield  avenue. 

Tiie  communication  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  reply  to  a  protest  submitted  to  the 
council  recently  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies in  which  there  was  much  mat- 
ter   of    a    sarcastic    nature,    relative    to 

the  rights  of  railroads  and  their  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  such  rights  these 
days. 

The  communication  from  the  whole- 
salers, received  last  night,  denies  that 
tile  extension  of  Railroad  street  would 
result  in  a  death  trap  as  intimated  in 
the  communication  from  the  railroad 
company.  They  cite  the  result  of  recent 
investigations  when  a  man.  placed  at 
the  roadway,  counted  on  an  average  of 
eighty-five  teams  a  day  passing  under 
the  viaduct.  There  have  been  but  few 
accidents,  the  wholesalers  contend, 
even  with  no  flagman  to  warn  team- 
sters  of   the   approach   of   trains. 

The  wholesalers  contend  that  between 
Pine  avenue  on  the  lower  end  of  Rice's 
Point,  and  Superior  street,  a  distance 
of  one  and  one-half  miles,  all  of  the 
street^  leading  from  Garfield  avenue  to 
the  eiist,  with  the  exception  of  Birch 
avenue  are  closed  in  the  Interests  of  the 
railroad    companies. 

They    intimate    in    their    communica- 
tion that  they  feel  that  the  city  of  Du- 
luth   and     property    owners    have    been 
very  liberal  with  railroad  companies  in 
furnishing    them    entrance    to    the    city 
I  without  cost  at  a  great  sacrifice.

PANAMA  BONDS 


Will  be  Used  by  Cortelyou  to  Secure 
More  Money  If  Necessary. 

Washington,  Oct.  29— A  conference 
was  held  at  the  White  House  last  night 
between  the  president.  Secretary  Cor- 
telyou and  Representative  Tawney  of 
Minnesota,  chairman  of  the  house  com- 
mittee on  appropriations,  at  which  the 
financial  situation  was  discussed.  Sec- 
retary Cortelyou  reiterated  his  statement 
made  during  the  day  that  the  financial 
outlook  was  substiantlally  improved. 
He  stated  that  the  government  now  has 
on  deposit  In  national  banks  $216,345,664 
and  that  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  se- 
cure additional  funds  to  deposit  In 
banks  he  could  use  the  bonds  for  Pan- 
ama canal  construction'  work,  as  was 
done  by  Secretary  Shaw.  It  Is  stated 
that  the  president  approved  the  adop- 
tion of  that  plan  should  the  expedient 
be  deemed  necessary.

A  SOUND  SITUATION. 

Never  in  the  history  of  this  country  has  an  acute  and 
dangerous  situation  been  met  so  promptly,  so  vigorously 
and  so  eflfectively  as  the  financial  situation  in  New  York 
and  its  effects  elsewhere  are  being  handled  by  the 
nation's  financiers. 

From  Morgan  in  New  York  down  to  the  smallest 
banker  in  the  Northwest;  from  Secretary  Cortelyou 
down  to  the  humblest  citizen  who  has  had  anything  to 
do  with  the  situation,  there  has  been  quick,  alert,  clear- 
headed, calm  and  wholesome  action,  deserving  the  high- 
est credit. 

In  New  York  the  situation  had  its  origin  in  the  use 
of  other  people's  money  by  a  few  bankers  for  speculative 
purposes.  This  subjected  their  banking  institutions  to 
danger  from  failure  of  public  confidence,  and  the  clear- 
ing house,  assisted  by  the  L>ited  States  treasury,  had 
to  come  to  the  rescue.  The  men  who  had  been  guilty  of 
the  methods  that  created  the  situation  were  promptly 
removed,  and  the  bad  methods  were  as  promptly  elim- 
inated. 

Naturally  the  situation  could  not  be  met  without  large 
sums  of  money,  and  the  supply  was  not  equal  to  the  de- 
mand. Besides,  outside  banks  began  to  draw  upon  their 
New  York  correspondents,  further  weakening  the  situa- 
tion there.  This  condition  necessitated  the  issuance  of 
clearing  house  certificates,  guaranteed  by  all  the  banks, 
in  place  of  cash  settlements. 

This  being  done  in  New  York,  it  was  necessary  to  do 
it  in  the  rest  of  the  country,  because  if  it  had  not  been 
done  money  would  have  been  drawn  to  New  York  and 
none  returned  until  the  situation  cleared. 

Hence,  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  the  clearing  house 
method  has  been  resorted  to  temporarily.  As  93  per 
cent  of  the  business  was  already  being  done  on  checks, 
no  harm  can  come  to  require  all  of  it  to  be  done  in  that 
way.  It  simply  prevents  money  being  withdrawn  from 
one  place  to  be  congested  in  another.  It  prevents  the 
withdrawal  of  money  by  timorous  depositors  who  might 
hide  it  from  circulation  and  thus  make  the  situation 
more  acute.  It  sustains  and  makes  permanent  the  credit 
without  which  it  is  impossible  to  do  business  anywhere. 
This  condition  is  only  temporary.  Matters  will 
equalize  themselves  very  shortly.  Already  gold  is  on 
its  way  from  Europe  to  this  country,  and  when  it  comes 
there  will  be  money  enough  to  meet  all  the  demands  of 
business.  A  $7,000,000,000  crop  is  to  be  marketed,  and  a 
large  part  of  it  will  go  to  Europe  and  gold  will  come 
back  to  pay  for  it.  Retrenchment  in  many  lines  has 
already  lessened  the  demand  for  money,  and  the  increase 
in  the  available  supply  accompanied  by  the  decrease  in 
demand  will  quickly  restore  the  financial  equilibrium. 

That  is  all  there  is  to  it.  What  panic  there  may  have 
been  was  due  to  senseless  fear,  and  not  in  any  sense  to 
insecurity  of  underlying  conditions.  The  base  of  all,  the 
harvest  of  the  fields,  is  large  and  will  bring  the  highest 
price  the  world  has  ever  paid  this  country.  Employment 
has  not  ceased,  wages  have  not  been  reduced,  business 
has  simply  slowed  up  for  breath  without  stopping,  and 
prosperity  still  reigns,  even  though  a  physical  inability 
to  keep  up  its  former  pace  has  compelled  a  temporary 
lessening  in  its  speed  and  force. 

After  readjustment  and  a  breathing  spell,  business 
will  go  forward  more  rapidly  than  before.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  situation  calls  for  nothing  but  clearheaded  and 
calm  appreciation  of  the  actual  conditions,  which  must 
breed  confidence  in  the  underlying  stability  and  sound- 
ness of  the  nation.

A  needy  lawyer,  whose  conscience  is  none  too  alert, 
hears  of  an  accident,  beats  the  ambulance  to  the  home  of 
the  sufferer,  tells  him  he  has  a  cause  of  action  against 
the  corporation  that  caused  the  accident,  and  thereby 
earns  a  small  fee.  That  is  not  in  accord  with  profes- 
sional ethics,  but  the  public  is  not  particularly  harmed, 
since  the  chief  sufferer  is  the  corporation  which  has  to 
pay  the  damages.  If  it  is  culpable  it  ought  to  pay  them, 
whether  it  is  forced  to  do  it  by  a  lawyer  who  races  with 

the  ambulance  or  by  one  who  waits  in  his  office  for  the    ^^Irlng  ^note^y^'o"  thl^hln'fafsl'ta    '''" 
injured  person  to  get  well  enough  to  come  and  see  him. 

But  where  a  great  lawyer  teaches  a  trust  how  to  break 
the    law    profitably    without    incurring    grave    danger    of    ^"  ^^^^  *"  ^^^  sjng|ng.^ 
criminal    punishment,   the    whole    public    is   injured,    and 
the  infraction  of  legal  ethics  is  of  infinitely  less  import- 
ance than  the  oppression  of  the  people  that  results. 

The  power  of  example  may  be  profitably  used  for 
the  purification  of  the  legal  profession  by  those  high 
in  its  achievements.

NO  REAL  INCONVENIENCE. 

A  few  people  seem  inclined  to  exaggerate  the  incon- 
veniences arising  out  of  the  policy  of  the  banks  of  the 
country,  including  Duluth,  which  have  put  business  upon 
a  checking  basis  instead  of  a  cash  basis  until  the  financial 
situation  rights  itself. 

In  the  first  place,  this  policy  will  continue  but  a 
short  time.  Already  millions  of  gold  are  on  their  way 
from  Europe,  and  they  will  quickly  relieve  the  situation. 
The  timid  New  York  depositors  who  have  withdrawn 
their  money  and  hidden  it  away  will  shortly  become 
ashamed  of  themselves  and  return  it  to  the  banks,  espe- 
cially after  a  few  enterprising  burglars  relieve  some  of 
them  of  their  hoards.  Then  the  banks  will  go  back  on 
a  cash  basis  again,  not  only  in  New  York  but  in  Duluth. 

But  in  the  meantime  there  is  no  real  inconvenience. 
Checks,  personal  or  cashiers',  will  do  the  business  just 
as  well  as  money.  The  banks  are  not  trying  to  prevent 
the  use  of  money,  but  to  prevent  its  disappearance  by 
using  checks  instead  of  the  actual  cash.  You  have  a 
deposit  in  a  bank.  You  get  your  salary  or  wages  in  the 
form  of  a  check  and  deposit  it.  When  you  pay  your 
grocer,  your  butcher  and  your  baker  you  give  them 
checks.  They  deposit  them  in  the  banks,  and  the  circle 
is  complete.  Y'ou  have  had  your  goods,  your  trades- 
men are  paid,  but  no  actual  cash  has  changed  hands. 

Ninety-three  per  cent  of  the  business  is  always  done 
that  way.  It  will  do  harm,  for  a  few  days,  if  all  of  it 
has  to  be  done  that  way.  A  little  cash  is  needed  by 
everybody,  but  that  can  always  be  procured. 

The  public  can  do  its  share  to  restore  the  financial 
equilibrium  by  accepting  the  situation  philosophically, 
patiently  and  calmly,  with  the  assurance  that  it  is  the 
best  possible  thing  that  could  have  been  done,  and  the 
most  certain  to  put  matters  back  on  a  stable  basis.

A  GOOD  EXAMPLE  NEEDED. 

The  -American  Bar  association  did  a  very  proper  thing 
at  its  recent  meeting  when  it  adopted  a  report  which 
dealt  very  severely  with  certain  practices  by  the  smaller 
fry  of  the  profession. 

It  condemned  "'ambulance  chasers"  and  others  who 
seek  to  stimulate  their  business  and  increase  their  earn- 
ings by  drumming  up  litigation  where  none  existed 
before. 

It  was  very  timely  and  proper  that  the  American  Bar 
association  should  have  dealt  thus  severely  with  these 
sharp  practices  of  the  lesser  lights  of  this  noble  and 
useful  profession. 

But  it  occurs  to  the  mere  layman  that  the  same  re- 
sult might  be  accomplished  just  as  quickly  by  the  method 
of  inducing  the  leaders  of  the  bar  to  set  a  high  and  shin- 
ing example  for  the  smaller  fry  to  follow. 

For  instance,  while  it  is  bad  for  a  young  or  briefless 
lawyer  to  cook  up  a  lawsuit  in  order  to  get  businesa  that 
.will  yield  luoi  ft  •mall  {99,  it  if  isfinitel/  worse  for  a 


At  the  same  time,  this  advice  has  been  reinforced  by 
the  freely  given  opinions  of  so-called  food  experts  that 
most  people  eat  too  much  meat  anyway,  and  that  that 
accounts  for  a  good  deal  of  their  suffering  from  stomach 
and  rheumatic  troubles,  besides  other  manifestations  of 
the  ills  to  which  flesh  is  heir. 

And  now  comes  the  department  of  agriculture  ipf^j,  a 
report  v.'hich  shows  that  the  American  pe-jpn*-  are  eatinjr 
much  less  meat  than  they  used  to,  v^'n^ther  it  is  due  to 
the  advice  that  has  been  given  c-;;  fiot*"  Probably  it  is  not, 
at  least  not  altogether;  hej^^,^^  the  decline  in  meat  con- 
sumption goes  tart;;c.^ -^3ck  than  the  advice.  Many  are 
eating  less  iri^^o^than  they  used  to  who  have  never  heard 
ot  the  ^a<;,#^^,g_  jj^^  who  simply  couldn't  afford  to  keep  up 
^^"^"  dissipation  in  meat.  Many,  too.  are  eating  less 
meat  because  by  practical  experimentation  they  have 
found  that  they  feel  better  and  do  better  work  if  they 
don't  rely  .so  much  on  the  meat  diet. 

According  to  this  report,  in  1840  meat  constituted 
about  half  the  national  diet  in  terms  of  total  nutritive 
units  consumed. 

Now  meat  is  only  about  one-third  of  the  national 
dietary. 

Americans  eat,  per  capita,  185  pounds  of  dressed  meat 
ever>'  year,  and  their  total  food  consumption  is  about  555 
pounds,  vegetables  and  other  foods  constituting  370 
pounds  of  the  total.  Even  at  this,  with  a  reduction  from 
half  to  one-third,  only  two  other  countries  exceed  our 
meat  consumption.  The  people  of  Australia  eat  263 
pounds  apiece  of  meat  each  year,  and  those  of  New 
Zealand  eat  212  pounds. 

The  meat  consumption  in  most  of  the  European  coun- 
tries is  small  indeed,  compared  with  these  figures.  In 
Italy  the  people  only  average  46  pounds  a  year,  and  in 
France  only  79  pounds.  Englishmen  do  better  with  121 
pounds  apiece. 

If  a  curtailment  of  meat-eating  tends  to  improve 
health,  we  ought  to  be  healthier  than  our  grandparents 
were.  Are  we?  We  live  longer  on  the  average,  it  is 
true,  but  medical  science  will  try  to  take  some  of  the 
credit  for  this,  and  it  deserves  it.  For  instance,  smallpox 
used  to  kill  thousands  in  those  days,  and  it  kills  hardly 
anj'body  nowadays,  because  the  successful  use  of  vac- 
cination has  practically  driven  the  disease  out  of  exist- 
ence. It  still  persists,  but  in  a  very  mild  and  compara- 
tively harmless  form,  causing  but  few  deaths. 

Still,  the  examples  of  other  nations  that  eat  very 
much  less  meat  than  we  do  and  still  show  considerable 
vigor  and  health  should  teach  us  that  we  can  reduce  our

Lessons    of   the   Panic. 

Springfield  Republican:  Some  lessons 
of  value  are  to  be  learned,  and  among 
them  are  these:  The  belief  has  been  deep- 
ly cultivated  that  a  money  system 
strongly  resting  on  gold  makes  panics  Im- 
possible. It  is  a  false  notion.  The  belief 
has  had  wide  acceptance  that  a  high  pro- 
tective tariff  protects  from  panics  which 
come  only  under  low  tariffs.  "That  Is 
quite  as  false  as  the  other.  Tlie  belief 
prevails  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  that  a 
particular  political  party  possesses  the 
exclusive  power  of  governing  the  country 
in  freedom  of  financial  disaster  and  in- 
dustrial relapses.  That  Is  even  more  false 
than  either  of  the  other  beliefs. 

Panics  or  financial  crises  are  made  pos- 
sible  only  by  the  existence  of  the  credit 
system,  and  the  credit  system  exists  un- 
der a  erold  standard  as  under  any  other 
money  standard,  and  it  is  in  operation 
whether  tariffs  are  high  or  low  or  wheth- 
er the  Republican  party  Is  in  power  or 
not.  If  hothouse  protective  tariffs  have 
any  effect  In  this  direction,  it  is  toward 
that  abuse  of  the  credit  system  which 
brings  panic;  and  It  is  io  toe  said  that 
while  credit  is  al^ave  exposed  to  over- 
extension ona>  ^Td  money  basis,  the  In- 
evltabl§^  X>»'!ttc  and  reaction  cannot  be  as 
sfiV»*^;  as  when  the  money  basis  of  credit 
is  itself  a  credit,  as  under  a  government 
paper  system. 

And  here  we  have  the  great  assurance 
that  while  present  crisis  and  Industrial 
reaction  may  be  severe  or  sharp  for  the 
time  being,  the  depression  will  not  be  as 
prolonged  as  It  was  from  1893,  when  doubt 
existed  as  to  the  money  basis  of  credit, 
or  as  It  was  In  1873  imder  a  government 
paper  regime.  We  are  facing  business  re- 
action, but  there  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  It  will  not  extend  to  very  seri- 
ous lengths^  or  last  long.

There  will  be  devolopnve<ntB  in  the 
baseball  world  this  week.  Today,  the 
National  As30ciatio<n  of  Minor  Base- 
ball leagues  convenes  in  annual  session 
In  New  York  and  it  promises  to  be  an 
Interesting  affair.  Dull  runxbles  of  war 
.vere  iieard  some  months  ago  and  they 
have  been  increasing  In  volume  and 
strength  until  ivow  their  portent  is  un- 
mistakable. The  American  association 
is  in  the  van  with  a  deolaration  that  it 
will  withdraw  tro  morganized  baseball 
unless  there  l<a  another  revision  of  the 
drafting  rules.  The  National  assooia- 
tlon  carried  on  a  campaign  for  a  re- 
vision of  the  drafting  rules  two  years 

ago  and  won  out.     They  are  now  talk- 
ing of  another  fight. 

At  present  tiie  blgr  JeagTies,  that  is. 
the  American  and  National,  may  draft 
one  player  from  eaoh  class  A  team  and 
about  as  many  as  they  want  from  the 
other  classes. 

The  class  A  teams  are  the  ones  that 
are  doing  all  the  shouting.  They  say 
that  the  big  leagues  take  all  the  prom- 
ising youngsters  and  leave  nothing  in 
sight  for  them.  Of  course,  the  major 
leagues  do  not  hold  on  to  all  the  class 
B.  C  and  D  players  that  they  buy 
and  draft,  but  when  they  let  them  go 
in  the  spring  to  class  A  teams  the 
youngsters  are  the  pos-sessors  of  con- 
tracts which  the  class  A  teams  think 
too  steep  for  them  to  pay. 

The  fact  that  the  major  leagus  hang 
on  to  the  best  minor  league  talent  un- 
til April  and  sometimes  May  also 
works  to  the  Injury  of  the  class  A 
itama,  the  latter  allege,  In  that  they 
are  forced  to  wait  until  after  the  sea- 
s.>n  is  oj>ened  before  they  can  complete 
their  line   up  .satisfactorily. 

Con.sec|uently  the  class  A  teams  are 
out  with  a  demand  that  the  big  leagues 
l>e  allowed  to  draft  from  only  the  class 
A  teamj;  that  the  class  A  teams  draft 
only  from  the  class  B  teams;  the  class 
U  teams  from  those  of  class  C,  and  so 
on. 

This  looks  fair  in  one  way,  but  is 
scarcely  doing  the  player  Just  breaking 
into  the  bui<iness  justice.  Take  the 
ca=:e  of  Oscar  Johnson,  the  phenomenal 
young  pitcher  picked  up  by  Joe  Can- 
liion  of  Washington,  as  an  illustration. 
Suppose  that  Johnson  was  a  member 
of  a  class  D  league  this  season.  Ac- 
cording to  the  draft  plan  suggested  he 
could  only  be  drafted  by  a  cla-ss  B 
team  for  next  year.  In  course  of  an- 
oher  year  he  cjuld  play  with  a  class  B 
team.  Nineteen  hundred  and  ten  would 
find  him  with  a  claims  A  team,  and  if  he 
waited  for  the  draft  it  would  be  1911 
before  he  would  be  a  big  leaguer  and 
he  is  ripe  for  it  now. 

Only  a  small  portion  of  the  class  A 
men  are  behind  the  war  scare.  Bill 
Armour  of  Toledo  is  one  that  has  had 
enougTi  of  war.  Bill  has  been  through 
one  such  experience  and  he  wants  no 
more  of  it. 

Pat  Powers,  the  president  of  the  Na- 
tlornal  association.  Is  very  pronounced 
against  any  declaration  of  war.  He 
doesn't  wish  to  se^  his  present  happy 
and  prosperous  family  of  thirty-flve 
leagues  which  cover  the  whole  of  the 
United  States  and  part  of  Canada, 
broken  up,  and  posslbily  disrupted  by  a 
strife  with  the  two  big  leagues  that  ho 
knows  in  his  long  experience  In  base- 
ball would  be  terribly  disastrous  to  the 
national  game. 

"When  the  meeting  of  the  National 
assoijiation  takes  place  Powers  is  quot- 
ed as  saying.  "^'^  ^^''H  fi>i<l  out  just 
what  the  American  association  pna- 
posea  to  do.  but  I  hope  they  will  not 
be  too  hot  headed  and  fly  off  the  han- 
dle. We  may  be  able  to  smooth  over 
all  prospective  trouble,  and  convince  i 
the  disgruntled  ones  that  it  Is  the  good  | 
of  baseball  we  should  all  consideir  first 
instead  of  lndi\idual  Interests.  Not 
that  we  should  forfeit  any  of  deserved 
rig-hts.  for  I  wUl  be  the  first  to  call  a 
halt   then."

If  Ij 
did  so,  I  was  to  put  in  a  good,  fast 
team^and  then  would  enter  Duluth  in 
some  good  league  where  the  dignity  oiJ 
the  city  would  be  upheld  and  where 
the  citizens  of  Duluth  would  see  first- 
class  ball. 

"So  it  is  not  necessary  for  anybody  to 
go  into  convulsions  about  Ted  Sullivan 
dragging  Duluth  into  any  new  league, 
much  less  one  with  which  I  am  not  m 
anv  way  connected.

CRIMES  AND 
CRIMINALS 

St  Louis  County  More 
Lawless   Than  Lon- 
don, Says  Judge. 

Speakers  Urge  Reform  in 

Method  of  Handling 

Criminals. 


"A  man  stands  forty  times  the 
•chance  of  meeting  death  by  murder  or 
violent  means  In  St.  Ijouis  county  than 
he  does  In  London,  the  metropolis  of 
the  world,"  declared  Judge  William  A. 
Cant  in  a  paper  read  before  an  audi- 
ence at  the  First  Unitarian  chuixih  last 
evening. 

Judge  Cant's  subject  was  criminol- 
ogy. He  expressed  a  t>elief  that  tha 
United  States  produced  more  crimes 
tlian  any  country  in  the  world.  In  the 
New  England  states  the  homicides  out- 
number those  of  London  by  10  to  1; 
in  California  the  figures  grows  to  the 
proportion  of  40  to  L 

.Many things  conspii>3d  to  this  whole- 
sale breeding  of  crime  and  criminals, 
said  the  speaker.  One  of  the  most  vital 
promoters  of  crime,  was.  in  th?  opin- 
ion of  Judge  Cant,  the  liberty  of  tiiis 
oauntry.  which  has  often  been  pervert- 
ed to  a  base  Uise.  Freedom  of  thought. 
si>eeoh,  action,  had  in  niaJiy  instances 
led  to  crimes. 

Judge  Cant  deplored  a  system  where 
officers  of  ooimtles  could  d»fy  the  au- 
thority of  the  stats.  The  riiiij--on  ia.m 
instance  waa  cited  as  an  example  otf  a 
man  defying  the  iwwer  o.'*  tlie  state. 
"Yet  they  are  talking  of  running  this 
tman  Dletz  for  go/>mor."  sai.i  the 
speaker. 

The  ability  of  powerful  offenders  to 
sin  against  the  laws  of  the  country  and 
to  escape  purishment,  whil-?  the  petty 
offender  received  *he  full  measur.j  of 
the  law,  tended  to  father  anarch4stlc 
thought  and  crime. 

Big  Criminals  a  Menace. 

Defiance  shown  by  large  interests  and 
the  subservient  attitude  of  pr«i>secutor.'» 
and  courts  constituted  a  menace  to  the 
country,  the  speaker  deolircd,  but 
claimed  that  alrt«dy  the  eyiss  of  the 
people  Avere  being  opened.  A  more 
hopeful  note  has  been  sounded,  be  said, 
prosecutions  and  convictions  of  men 
high  and  powerful  have  not  rieen  with- 
out effect,  and  jusv.'ce  Is  assuming  a 
■more  even  and  equitable  course. 

The  speaker  blauned  the  courts,  the 
juries,    the   bar  and    the   people   them- 


selves fo^r  the  failure  to  bring  about  a 
radicaJ  reform  in  many  instanoea, 
where  jt*stice  was  miscarried.  He  uik^ 
ed  the  active  co-operation  of  the  peopto 
in  a  more  active  attitude  towani  t^ 
duties  of  citizenship. 

Whilo  many  cau.*»es  worked  together 
toward  the  pr.>ducing  of  the  criminal 
class — such  as  our  thousands  of  immi- 
grants, the  heaA-y  foreign  element,  our 
failure  to  prcjsecute  promptly  and  the 
failure  ot  oonviotion  In  many  cases  of 
vicious  offenses,  Judge  Cant  expressed 
a  belief  that  the  future  held  a  tumlnj 
from  the  vast  record  of  crime  in  thla 
•country,  and  that  we  Mere  reaching  a 
p<jint  where  an  Ir.ipTOVtment  in  lawa, 
governing  criminals,  the  prosecution  of 
justice  and  the  prevention  of  crime  waa 
decidedly  turning  toward  a  hig^her 
■plane  of  efficiency. 

In  a  talk  on  penology,  the  Rev.  Klrby 
S.  Miller  deplored  many  of  the  condi- 
tions that  constitute  our  system  of 
county  jails  and  state  prisons  today. 

"If  a  man  is  not  improved  when  he 
comes  from  a  prison,  he  is  surely 
worse,"  said  the  speaker.  "Our  atti- 
tude toward  the  released  criminal 
would  certainly  bear  out  the  thought 
that  he  was  worse,  after  serving  hla 
sentence  within  the  places  of  confini*- 
ment  the  state  has  provided." 

The  herding  of  the  first  offender 
with  the  criminal  of  long  training  atid 
vicious  habits  was  criminal  In  itself 
said  the  speaker.  He  advocated  the 
admssion  of  sunlight  to  the  prisons, 
for.  he  said,  "many  things  were  con- 
ceived in  the  dark  that  would  never 
have  been  though  of  in  the  bright  light 
of  day." 

Mr.  Miller  deplored  the  attitude  of 
society  toward  the  criminal.  He  al«» 
advocated  a  revision  of  the  criminal 
laws.  He  believed  that  if  a  reform 
in  the  criminal  and  the  offender 
against  society  was  earnestly  sought, 
society  should  not  turn  toward  the 
criminal  offender  with  a  spirit  of  ven- 
geance. This  spirit,  he  believed,  would 
never  tend  to  reform  the  criminal. 

Execution  by  an  ofllcer  of  the  state 
was    nothing   less    than    murder.       de- 
clared the  speaker.  Segregation  for  the 
'dangerous    criminal    was    urged,       but 
I  capital    punishment    was    deplored       OS 
i  criminal    and    a    relic       of       barbaroue 
times.      "It  is  a  matter  of  history  that 
only  the  most  severe  punishments  have 
been  In  practice  In  times   of  the  most 
vicious   crimes;    the   people,     not       the 
criminals,    are     responsible       ofr       the 
mode  of  punishment." 

Mr  Klrby  pleaded  for  a  more  hue 
manltarian  attitude  toward  the  crim- 
inal offender,  a  spirit  of  reform  la 
our  jails  and  prisons,  a  more  equal 
distribution  of  punishment  among  the 
weak  and  powerful,  and  an  attitude  of 
looking  at  the  criminal  for  the  purpose 
of  reform,  rather  than  one  of  punish- 
ment and  vengeance,  on  the  part  ot 
both  society  and  ofliclals. 

To  Famigate  Hospital.

Banking  In  New  York 
Fast  Assuming  Nor- 
mal Conditions.

Matters  at  Chicago  Are 

Moving  Along  as 

Usual. 


New  York,  Oct.  30. — Banking  con- 
ditions approached  the  normal  in  this 
city  today.  The  situation  is  now  so 
■well  in  hand  that  no  further  confer- 
ences of  bankers  are  anticipated.  Runs 
on  one  or  two  institutions  may  be  said 
to  be  over,  and  Wall  street  today  ex- 
pressed gratification  that  the  storms 
had  been  weathered.  The  banks  im- 
proved their  position  yesterday  by  call- 
ing loans,  and  by  process  of  adjust- 
ment. Liquidation  of  this  character  Is  j 
well  absorbed  considering  the  fact  thatj 
many  stock  exchange  houses  are  dls-l 
couraging  commitments  of  grain  busi- 
ness and  are  making  purchases  only 
for  cash.  Bankers  declare  today  that 
the  clearing  house  certificate  plan  is 
working  out  smoothly  and  rapidly 
bringing  about  normal  conditions. 

The  fact  that  the  banks  in  this  ciry 
are  recovering  from  the  severe  finan- 
cial setback  of  the  last  week  or  more 
was  clearly  shown  today  when  their 
taiances  were  adjusted  through  the 
clearing  houses.  All  but  one  of  the 
five  or  six  banks,  whose  position  has 
been  regarded  as  most  vulnerable,  had 
balances  due  them  at  the  clearinuf 
house  this  morning,  and  the  one  hav- 
ing a  debit  balance  owed  a  very  small 
sum. 

The  accounts  oi  all  members  of  the 
stock  exc.iiinge.  pa^ssed  the  clearing 
house  of  that  in.siiiulion  this  morning. 
It  was  evident  early  in  the  day's  trad- 
ing tlial  the  brokers  would  be  able  to 
seeure  money  on  call  to  supply  the 
day  s  need.«,  $l,OO(i,(K>0  being  offered 
about  11  a.  m.  at  75  per  cent.

three  bears  which  had  been  seen  in  that 
locaUty    of   late. 

They  discovered  the  trail  and  were  fol- 
lowing it  when  Kruse  called  to  his  com- 
panion: 

"We  are  getting  pretty  close,"  he  said. 
"Here  the  tracks  are  fresh."  Then  he 
went  ahead  and  Over  the  brow  of  a  hill. 
A  few  minutes  later  Gibbons  saw  a  dark 
form  moving  through  the  underbrush 
about  fifty  yards  from  where  he  stood. 
Believing  that  it  Was  the  bear,  he  raised 
his  rifle  and  aiming  carefully  pulled  the 
trigger.  He  saw  the  form  fall  over  on 
the  ground. 

Hastening  to  the  suot  he  called  out  to 
Kruse,  who  he  thought  was  nearby.  Then 
he  came  to  the  body.  Kruse  lay  on  his 
side  with  his  head  turned  back  and  there 
was  a  fearful  wound  in  the  back  of  his 
neck  where  the  bullet  had  ploughed  Its 
way  through  his  spinal  column.  He  was 
lifeless. 

Frenzied  over  his  fearful  mistake.  Gib- 
bons ran  to  the  house  of  one  of  his  few 
neighbors.  The  body  was  carried  to  the 
Gibbons  farm  house  and  a  messenger 
was  sent  to  Republic,  fourteen  miles 
away,  to  telephone  the  news  of  the  tra- 
gedy  to   Iron   Mountain.

home.  It  wa.«»  said  that  he  was  not 
melancholy  and  that  there  was  no  in- 
dication that  he  contemi>laied  taking 
his   own   life. 


Doylestown.  Pa..  Oct.  30. — H.  Brad- 
ley Potter,  Jr..  who  was  found  dead 
in  New  York  last  night,  was  a  pros- 
perous insurance  broker  of  this  place. 
His  house  at  Naple  and  Burnet 
streets  was  one  of  the  prettiest  in 
the  town.  With  his  wife  and  two 
children  he  had  lived  there  seven 
years. 

The  news  of  his  death  came  to  his 
home  at  Doylestown  while  his  mother 
and  sister  were  trying  to  comfort  his 
young  wife.  Not  having  received 
any  word  from  him  for  four  day.'i, 
she  had  become  almost  worn  out  by 
griff  and  anxiety.  He  had  left  home 
about  two  weeks  ago.  He  went  on 
a  shurt  trip  to  Atlantic  City,  by 
which  he  hoped  to  combine  business 
and  recuperation.  A  week  ago  a 
letter  announced  that  he  was  going 
to  New  York  for  a  few  days.  Later 
another  letter  told  that  he  was  stay- 
ing at   the   Waldorf. 

Since  then  his  relatives  had  no 
word.  His  wife  who,  with  two  chil- 
dren, mirvives  him,  has  no  relatives. 
Left  alone  she  iiecame  almost  frantic 
becau.se  of  her  ignorance  of  his 
whereabouts.

DEVICE  FOR  UNLOADING. 

Duiutli  Nan  Hits  Upon  Sclieme  to  Save 
l^ucli  Time. 

S.  George  Stevens  of  this  city  hit  up- 
on a  device  for  unloading  iron  ore 
from  the  cars  Into  the  pockets  of  the 
docks,  which  is  said  to  mean  a  great 
saving  of  time.      The  vibration  of  the 

ore  cars  usually  shakes  a  load  of  ore 
into  a  solid  mass,  and  Stevens  pro- 
poses to  dislodge  it  and  put  it  Into  the 
dock  pocket  in  something  like  a  min- 
ute or  less.  To  do  this,  he  has  a  vi- 
brator. It  Is  vibration  that  makes  the 
ore  stick  to  the  cars  and  It  Is  vibration, 
Mr.  Stevens  thinks,  that  bids  fair  to 
solve  the  problem  of  unloading  qulck!y. 
The  vibrator,  operated  by  a  smill 
motor,  empties  the  car  In  half  a  min- 
ute, while  with  the  old  system  It  takes 
several  men  several  minutes  to  do  tha 
trick.  Experiments  are  now  being  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Stevens  at  the  Great 
Northern    docks    at    Alloues.

■ionally.  He  mad^  no  complaint  of  his 
wounds,  and  if  he  did  not  realize  their 
•eriousne.s^  the  police  think  it  strange 
that  he  should  have  written  the  letter 
to  his  wife  arranging  his  affairs  and 
bidding  his  family  goodbye  unless  he 
had  suicide  in  mind. 

Teb^phone  communication  with 
Mr.  Potter's  home  in  Doylestown, 
early  today,  developed  the  fact  that 
he  left  liorne  two  wi^eks  ago  yesterday 
to  come  to  New  York  on  a  pleasure 
trip.

With  his  wife  and  two 
children  he  had  lived  there  seven 
years.

DEVICE  FOR  UNLOADING. 

Duluth  Man  Hits  Upon  Scheme  to  Save 
Much  Time. 

S.  George  Stevens  of  this  city  hit  up- 
on a  device  for  unloading  iron  ore 
from  the  cars  Into  the  p^x'kets  of  the 
docks,  which  is  said  to  mean  a  great 
saving  of  time.  The  vibration  of  the 
ore  cars  usually  .shakes  a  load  of  ore 
into  a  solid  mass,  and  Stevens  pro- 
poses to  dislodge  it  and  put  it  into  the 
dock  pocket  in  something  like  a  min- 
ute or  less.  To  do  this,  he  has  a  vi- 
brator. It  is  vibration  that  makes  the 
ore  stick  to  the  cars  and  it  is  vibration, 
Mr.  Stevens  thinks,  that  bids  fair  to 
solve  the  problem  of  unloading  quickly. 
The  vibrator,  operated  by  a  small 
motor,  empties  the  car  in  half  a  min- 
ute, while  with  the  old  system  It  lakes 
several  men  several  minutes  to  do  tha 
trick.  Experiments  are  now  being  coii- 
ducted  by  Mr.  Stevens  at  the  Great 
Northern    docks    at    Allouez.

Lumber  Carriers  Boost  Rates. 

Detroit,  Oct.  30.— The  board  of  mana- 
gers of  the  Lumber  Carriers'  associa- 
tion yesterday-  advanced  freight  rates 
50  cents  per  thousand  feet  from  all 
points,  both  east  and  west.

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Entered  at  Duluth  Postofflce  as  Second-Claaa  Matter.        in  the   Republican  landslide   of   1900  there   were  several 

states  that  could  have  been  turned  to  Parker  had  the 
negro  vote  gone  for  him.  In  Kansas  the  Republican 
plurality  was  23,354,  and  the  negro  vote  is  estimated  at 
14,695.  If  that  many  votes  had  been  turned,  the  result 
would  have  been  a  Democratic  plurality  of  6,036.  In 
Indiana  the  Republican  plurality  of  26,479  could  have 
been  changed,  by  the  switching  of  the  r8,i86  negro 
votes,  to  a  Democratic  plurality  of  8,893.  Missouri  has 
shown  Republican  leanings  of  late,  but  the  turning  of  the 
negro  vote  would  make  it  certainly  Democratic.  There 
are  31,425  negro  votes  in  New  York  and  21,474  in  New 
Jersey,  both  of  which  states  will  be  debatable  ground 
next  year  under  normal  circumstances.  Illinois  has 
30,000  negro  votes,  Ohio  has  32,000,  and  Pennsylvania 
has  52,000.

LESSONS  OF  THE  PANIC. 

The  recent  panic — it  is  safe  now  to  refer  to  it  in  the 
past  tense — was  worth  all  the  excitement  and  fear  and 
inconvenience  it  has  cost. 

For  one  thing,  it  showed  the  close  alliance  between 
all  parts  of  the  nation  in  a  business  way.  It  showed  the 
need  of  constant  assertion  in  busin<?ss  of  the  brotherhood 
of  man,  and  of  man's  duties  to  his  neighbors.  It  showed 
that  even  in  selfish  and  self-sufficient  Wall  street  there 
is  a  limit  to  the  manifestations  of  selfishness  that  can 
be  patiently  borne.  It  showed  that  men  cannot  stand 
by  themselves,  but  that  they  must  accomplish  great  re- 
sults by  cooperation  and  mutual  confidence. 

The  only  trouble  of  any  serious  consequence  was 
the  temporary  destruction  of  that  mutual  confidence  on 
which  all  business  security  is  based,  by  the  unlawful  acts 
of  a  few  selfish  and  unscrupulous  men.  The  situation 
everywhere  was  intrinsically  strong.  Even  in  New  York, 
though  a  scarcity  of  ready  money  existed,  the  financial 
situation  was  as  firm  as  it  ever  was.  Yet  in  a  day, 
almost,  the  revelation  of  the  perfidy  of  a  few  men  came 
near  destroying  the  business  fabric,  and  had  it  fallen 
the  waves  of  result  would  have  stretched  to  the  remotest 
reaches  of  the  nation. 

The  situation  was  met  only  by  cooperation.  No  one 
man  could  have  accomplished  the  beneficent  results  that 
have  followed  the  corrective  measures.  One  man 
might  lead,  might  furnish  his  strength  and  his  intellect 
to  direct  the  movement,  as  Morgan  did.  Yet  even  he 
•would  ha\'e  been  powerless  without  a  quick  united  move- 
nient  by  all  the  financial  magnates,  great  and  small,  from 
New  York  to  the  smallest  business  center  in  the  country. 

The  men  who  have  been  upholding  the  situation  while 
the  people  regained  their  calmness,  temporarily  shatterd 
by  the  senseless  fear  that  breeds  panic,  have  banded  to- 
gether for  the  protection  of  honest  business.  The  men 
who  caused  all  the  trouble,  the  few  rascals  in  New  York 
who  violated  public  confidence  by  using  the  money 
trusted  to  their  care  for  the  exploitation  of  more  or  less 
crazy  schemes  of  promotions,  are  outlaws. 

The  experience  will  lose  most  of  its  value  if  it  does 
not  result  in  measures  that  will  prevent  a  recurrence 
of  the  methods  that  caused  it.  Those  who  have  banded 
together  to  prevent  the  disaster  that  might  have  followed 
the  discovery  of  these  methods  should  continue  to  be 
banded  together  until  they  have  thrust  out  of  the  bank- 
ing business  every  specimen  of  the  Morse-Heinze- 
Thomas  brand  of  pseudo-bankers.  Banking  should  be 
conducted  on  such  lines  that  the  further  use  of  their 
methods  will  be  impossible.  When  business  is  built  upon 
a  foundation  of  credit,  the  most  abhorred  of  men  should 
be  those  who  undermine  that  credit  by  their  selfishness, 
greed  and  lack  of  scruples. 

Penitentiary  sentences  for  a  few  of  them  seems  at 
this  writing  to  be  about  the  most  effective  measure 
imaginable.

CLEAN  UP. 

You  will  remember  that  every  spring,  when  the  snow 

disappears  and  the  bare  ground  comes  into  welcome 
view  once  more,  the  senses  of  sight  and  smell  are 
offended  by  the  condition  of  the  back  yards  and  vacant 
lots,  and  there  is  a  lot  of  talk  about  the  spring  munici- 
pal house-cleaning. 

Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  if  there  were  a  fall 
house  cleaning,  before  the  snow  comes,  there  wouldn't 
be  any  unsightly  and  ill-smelling  piles  of  rubbish  to  be 
uncovered  when  the  snow  goes  away  in  the  spring? 

Why  not,  therefore,  have  a  fall  cleaning  up  that  will 
leave  the  yards  and  vacant  lots  bare  and  clean?  Then 
the  spring  cleaning,  which  will  be  necessary  just  the 
same,  will  not  be  half  so  hard  a  task  as  it  usually  is. 

This  is  not  a  question  of  sight  and  smell  alone,  or  of 
sightliness  and  comfort,  but  of  health.  An  unclean  yard 
is  not  only  ill-looking  and  evil-smelling,  but  it  is  a  breed- 
ing place  for  the  germs  of  disease. 

For  the  looks  of  the  thing,  therefore,  and  for  the 
effect  it  will  have  upon  the  health  of  the  community, 
Duluth  ought  to  have  a  good  house  cleaning  before  the 
snow  comes.  Have  the  yards  raked  up  and  the  rubbish 
hauled  away.  Make  the  owner  of  the  vacant  lot  do  what 
the  householder  adjoining  does,  and  when  the  yards 
and  vacant  lots  are  all  clean  and  bare,  let  winter  and 
its  snows  come.  It  will  help  a  lot  to  know  that  when 
the  snow  leaves  in  the  spring  it  will  not  uncover  a 
vexing  state  of  squalor  and  filth. 


THE   COLORED  VOTE. 

Very  naturally,  since  the  Brownsville  incident  made 
President  Roosevelt,  Secretary  Taft  and  incidentally  the 
Republican  party  the  aDJects  of  bitter  resentment  from 
the  colored  brother,  there  has  been  much  speculation 
about  what  effect  this  feeling  may  have  upon  the  presi- 
dential election  next  year. 

At  present  such  speculation  is  rather  futile.  Much 
depends  not  only  upon  the  extent  to  which  the  colored 
voters  share  the  resentmeT>t,  but  upon  the  Republican 
candidate  next  year.  Possibly  President  Roosevelt  or 
Secretary  Taft  would  lose  a  good  many  colored  votes. 
Some  other  candidate,  who  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
discharge  of  the  Brownsville  troops,  might  suffer  some- 
what from  a  general  revulsion  against  the  Republican 
party,  without  losing  so  many  votes  as  either  of  these 
two  statesmen  who  were  connected  with  it  directly.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  might  possibly  be  a  Republican 
candidate  who  was  known  to  be  a  friend  of  the  negro, 
for  political  purposes  at  least,  such  as  was  Thaddeus 
Stevens  or  Charles  Sumner,  and  such  a  candidate  might 
draw  more  than  the  usual  percentage  of  the  colored  vote. 

A  complete  revolt  of  the  negro  from  Republicanism 
to  Democracy  would  be  a  curious  political  happening 
•  which  could  hardly  be  relished  by  the  Democracy.  It 
might  add  to  their  chances  of  capturing  a  few  doubtful 
Northern  states,  but  its  effects  in  the  South,  if  it  extended 
there,  would  be  interesting  to  watch.  The  Houston, 
Tex.,    Post,    discussing    this    very    matter,    says:      "Of 


THE  COST  OF  LIVING. 

It's  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good.  It  is  be- 
coming quite  clear  that  the  temporary  slowing  up  of 
business  activity  which  set  in  a  few  months  ago,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  to  keep  up  the  pace 
without  stopping  for  breath,  will  have  its  beneficial  side 
for  the  humble  consumer,  who  has  really  been  getting 
somewhat  the  worst  of  it  during  the  rush  of  prosperity. 

One  inevitable  result  is  that  the  cost  of  living  will 
be  reduced.  It  may  not  be  reduced  very  much,  and 
very  likely  it  will  go  up  to  its  old  level  as  soon  as  the 
rush  begins  again,  but  prices  were  too  high,  and  they 
have  begun  to  come  down. 

For  instance,  the  beef  trust,  which  now  admits  that 
it  has  been  getting  its  cattle  cheaper  than  it  was  awhile 
ago,  announces  that  the  price  of  meat  to  retailers  will 
be  reduced,  and  that  will  unquestionably  be  followed  by 
a  corresponding  reduction  in  retail  prices. 

One  reason  activity  had  to  pause  for  breath  was  that 
it  was  producing  prices  so  high  as  to  become  almost 
prohibitive.  High  prices  had  forced  many  people  to 
economize,  which  lessened  consumption.  This  in  turn 
reflected  itself  in  a  lessening  of  production,  and  now 
in  a  reduction  of  prices.  The  cut  will  not  be  very  deep, 
probably,  nor  will  it  become  general  all  at  once.  But 
the  consumer,  who  has  been  appalled  by  the  steady  ad- 
vance in  prices,  may  be  assured  that  for  the  present 
the  advance  has  ceased,  and  that  during  the  business 
breathing  spell  there  will  be  many  reductions  in  retail 
prices  that  will  make  it  a  little  easier  to  get  both  ends  of 
the  domestic  financial  problem  together. 


THE  THREE  R'S. 

The  general  public  is  paying  more  attention  to  educa- 
tion and  to  educational  methods  than  it  ever  has  before. 
This  is  resulting  in  a  demand,  more  or  less  vague  accord- 
ing to  the  knowledge  of  conditions  that  exists,  for  more 
practical  results  from  the  public  schools  than  there  has 
been  in  the  past. 

One  of  the  chief  manifestations  of  this  feeling  has 
taken  the  form  of  the  demand  for  the  extension  of  the 
manual  training  idea,  due  to  the  appreciation  of  the  fact 
that  the  average  common  school  course  tends  more  to 
the  production  of  material  for  the  colleges  than  to  the 
production  of  citizens  well-equipped  for  all  walks  of  life. 
In  Duluth  this  has  resulted  in  turning  the  Irving  high 
school  into  a  manual  training  high  school,  and  in  other 
cities  it  has  gone  even  farther.  In  some  places  it  is 
even  demanded  that  the  public  schools  shall  teach  the 
boys  trades,  and  that  the  girls  shall  be  trained  to  be 
housewives. 

But  not  less  important  than  this  is  a  growing  belief 
that  the  up-to-date  methods  of  education  lack  practicality 
not  alone  in  aim  but  in  execution.  You  will  find  men 
saying,  and  whether  it  is  true  or  not  they  believe  it,  that 
the  modern  schools  do  not  teach  the  essentials  so  well 
as  the  little  primitive  schools  in  which  the  active  gen- 
eration received  its  learning. 

Educators  generally  scoff  at  this  talk,  and  call  it 
prejudice,  and  even  intimate  that  it  is  based  on  ignor- 
ance. But  the  critics  are  able  to  furnish  pretty  good 
arguments,  and  they  can  upon  occasion  provide  living 
examples  in  the  shape  of  school  children  who  seem  to 
get  through  the  schools  somehow,  but  who  are  woe- 
fully lacking  in  the  three  R's. 

In  Chicago  there  is  considerable  turmoil  because 
the  vice  president  of  the  board  of  education  is  out  with 
a  demand  for  a  thorough  investigation  of  teaching 
methods,  claiming  that  the  pupils  are  not  being  properly 
taught  how  to  spell,  write  and  do  sums.  He  said  the 
other  day: 

I  am  as  much  of  a  faddist  In  education  as  any 
practical  man  dare  be,  but  I  can't  see  the  wisdom  In 
sacrificing  the  attainment  of  rudimentary  Icnowl- 
edge  for  a  splattering  of  water  coloring,  and  a  little 
of  this  and  a  little  of  that  which  will  never  be  of 
any  use  to  ninety-nine  hundredths  of  the  pupils  after 
they  leave  school. 

I  have  found  that  the  boys  and  girls  who  leave 
public  schools  to  enter  other  schools  or  fields  are  ex- 
tremely faulty  In  these  studies.  I  have  found  that 
the  teachers  are  extremely  faulty  in  many  respects 
in  their  methods  of  teaching  these  studies,  there  be- 
ing a  tendency  to  slight  them  as  much  as  possible. 

He  cites  a  test  in  which  a  class  of  seventy-eight  boys 
were  asked  to  work  five  problems  in  arithmetic,  which 
their  teachers  said  they  ought  to  be  able  to  do.  Only 
one  boy  worked  them  all  correctly,  and  twenty-seven 
failed  to  get  any  of  them  right. 

If  the  schools  are  getting  top-heavy  and  devotion  to 
new  ideas  is  sacrificing  the  fundamentals,  it  is  time  that 
there  was  investigation  and  action.

THE  WEATHER. 

Evidently  Indian 
summer  is  over  for 
the  present.  Yes- 
terday's northeast 
wind  continued 
briskly  all  night 
and  was  still  in 
progress  today, 
though  it  lessened  in 
force  at  times.

A  year  ago  last  night  the  temperature 
was  down  to  12  degs..  following  a  snow- 
storm, and  a  year  ago  today  It  was 
crisp  and  cold. 

The  sun  rose  this  morning  at  6:48  and 
set  tonight  at  4:56,  making  10  hours  and 
7  minutes  of  sunlight. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"The  slight  barometric  depression  cen- 
tral Tuesday  morning  over  Kansas  has 
disappeared,  but  during  the  past  '24  hours 
It  caused  light  rains  throughout  the  Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri,  Red  river  and  lower 
Ohio  valleys,  and  higher  temperature 
over  the  Red  river  and  Ohio  valleys. 
The  high  pressure  central  Tuesday  morn- 
ing over  Lake  Superior  now  covers  most 
of  the  lake  region  and  has  caused  cool- 
er weather  in  that  district  and  New  Eng- 
land states.  The  British  Columbia  low 
pressure  has  moved  its  center  to  Alberta 
attended  by  warmer  weather  in  that 
province  and  rains  in  Pacific  coast  dis-  i 
tricts.  Conditions  favor  light  to  fresh  ' 
winds  in  this  locality  tonight  and  Thurs-  ;

MarkCarleton  is  Mak- 
ing Them  for  the 
Government 

Cerelist  of  Department 

of  Agriculture  Talks 

of  His  Work. 


To  make  two  buahels  of  wheat  grow 
where  one  grew  before;  to  classify  and 
experiment  with  the  many  kinds  of 
grain  now  known  to  agrioulturlsts;  to 
grow  new  types  of  grain;  to  find  what 
grains  are  beet  adapted  to  different  lo- 
calltlee— this  is  the  interesting  work  in 
which  Mark  A.  Carloton,  cerealist  of 
the  United  States  department  of  agri- 
culture is  engaged. 

Mr.  Carleton  was  in  the  city  yester- 
day for  a  few  hours,  leaving  last  even- 
ing for  Minneapolis. 

He  is  the  head  of  the  experimental 
grain  farnis,  and  the  experimental 
grain  laboratory  work  In  grain  being 
conducted  by   the  government. 

"There  are  1,200  or  more  types  of 
wheat,"  said  Mr.  Carleton  in  speak- 
ing of  his  work  last  evening,  "and  In 
additions  to  these  we  l*ave  developed 
about  500  wheat  hybrids,  or  new  types 
which  are  not  yet  estabJlshed.  It  takes 
about  seven  years  for  a  type  to  become 
established  so  It  will  not  change,  and 
we  have  about  100  of  them  now  in  their 
sixth  year.  After  another  year  we  can 
begin  to  put  them  out,  and  distribute 
the  seed  in  the  localities  we  think  best 
adapted  to  them. 

"Experiments  wltii  winter  wheat, 
oats,  and  barley  are  also  being  carried 
en  at  our  twelve  experimejital  farms 
soattered  all  o\-«>r  the  country.  Dur- 
ing the  last  few  yeans  Nebraska  has 
practically  ohanged  froan  a  spring 
wheat  state  to  a  winter  wheat  state. 
I  expect  to  see  South  Dakota  do  the 
aame  within  the  next  few  years.  The 
winter  wiieat  Is  subject  to  fewer  vicis- 
situdes tlian  the  spring  wheat.  It  is 
more  likely  to  escape  frosts  and  riist, 
and  it  is  a  sturdier,  stronger  plant  in 
the  spring  when  the  rains  come.  On 
the  whole  winter  wheat  does  much  bet- 
ter, where  lit  can  be  grown,  and  we 
are  proving  that  It  can  be  grown  h\ 
many  sectlotiiS  tliat  were  considered  out 
of  the  question  a  few  years  ago. 

"We  are  also  experimenting  with 
winter  barley  and  oats,  and  with  A-ery 
fair  success.  Most  farmers  never  heard 
of  winter  barley  and  winter  oats,  but 
they  can  be  raised  with  as  much  suc- 
ceaa  as  winter  wheat.  We  are  having 
some  trouble  with  the  oats,  but  the 
winter  barley  is  proving  a  big  success 
in  places  where  it  haa  been  tried." 

Mr.  Carleton  spejit  the  afternoon  and 
evening  talking  to  local  grain  dealers. 
He  was  especially  interested  in  durum 
wheat,  as  Duluth  is  looked  upon  as 
cne  of  the  great  markets  for  this  grain.

Claiming  that  her  husband  induced 
her  to  pack  up  her  household  goods 
I  and  move  to  Duluth,  with  the  express 
I  purpose  of  deserting  her.  Alice  Hanlon 
i  has  started  suit  in  the  district  court 
'  for  a  divorce  from  John  Hanlon,  who 
'  is  said  to  be  a  resident  of  Marshall, 
!  Iowa. 

In  her  complaint  filed  yesterday  af- 
ternoon. Mrs.  Hanlon  says  she  Is  40 
and  her  husband  is  63  years  of  age. 
that  they  were  married  in  Superior. 
Nov.  16.  1905.  and  that  the  alleged  de- 
sertion occurred  Jan.  9,  1907.  at  which 
time  she  claims  to  have  been  sent  to 
Duluth. 

Mrs.  Hanlon  claims  that  her  hus- 
band promised  to  follow  her  to  Duluth 
as  soon  as  he  finished  up  his  business 
matters  in  Marshall.  Iowa,  and  that 
he  has  frequently  promised  to  come  at 
intervals  since,  but  never  kept  his 
word.

From  Window  of 

Shanty. 


An  encounter  with  a  big  640-poun<l 
black  bear  wag  the  experience  of  Thomas 
McKenny  yesterday.  Mr.  McKenny 
leprosents  lumber  interests  at  Basset  and 
was  in  Duluth  today.  He  was  telling 
friends  of  the  tight  with  the  bear, 
which  was  killed  after  a  struggle  re- 
plete  with   thrilling  features. 

Near  the  lumber  camp  the  men  had 
i.;ade  a  pitfall  tor  a  bear,  which  for  the 
past  month  has  been  a  nightly  prowler 
around  the  camp.  Bruin  seemed  pos- 
sessed of  a  very  acute  sense  of  impend- 
ing danger,  as  the  pitfall  remained  emp- 
ty until  yesterday  morning,  when  one 
of  the  laborers  discovered  the  imprisoned 
animal. 

Mr.  McKenny  rushed  to  the  pit  with  a 
ririe  to  kill  the  arch  enemy  of  the  camp. 
The  first  shot  did  not  hit  a  vital  spot, 
but  so  enraged  the  bear  that  he  scampled 
from  the  depths  of  the  pit  and  started 
in  hot  pursuit  of  McKenny.  The  shanty 
was  the  nearest  shelter  at  hand  and  witrt 
the  bear  gaining  at  every  step  McKenny 
burst  into  the  bunkhouse  and  barely 
.^lammed  the  door  in  the  enraged  bear's 
face. 

Then  began  a  fuesillade  of  shots  at  the 
snarling  animal.  The  mark  was  uncer- 
tain, as  the  shots  were  taken  from  a 
window,  where  the  angle  was  acute.  Thf» 
bear  was  before  the  door  on  his  hind 
Itgs,  pawing  and  biting  at  the  woodwork. 
Bleeding  from  a  wound  over  the  right 
ear  and  emlting  enraged  growls,  the 
sight  of  the  animal,  as  afforded  through 
the  cautiously  opened  shutter,  tilled  some 
of  the  laborers  with  terror  and  there  wa;j 
a  generaJ  scramble  to  dive  into  the 
bunks  and  hide. 

McKenney  stuck  to  the  window,  how- 
ever, and  finally  his  markmanship  im- 
proved to  the  extent  that  he  was  able  to 
I'ut  a  bullet  in  a  vital  spot.  Not  until 
the  men  were  repeatedly  told  that  the 
bear  was  dead  would  some  of  the  thor- 
oughly frightened  laborers  emerge  from 
their   hiding   places. 

Last  night  memlwrs  of  the  camp  feast- 
ed bountifulv  on  bear  steaks  of  the  de-

Mrs.  Anna  Amundsen  Will 

be  Guardian  of  John 

L  Lenroot 


Estate  Comprising  ironton 

Addition,  Homesteaded 

40  Years  Ago. 


After  a  hearing  that  occupied  the  en- 
tire morning  session  of  the  probate  court. 
Judge  Middlecoff.  this  n«x)n.  made  an  or- 
der appointing  Mrs.  Annie  Amundson  of 
this  city  guardian  of  the  person  and 
property  of  her  father,  John  L.  Lenroot, 
aged  30  years,  an  old  resident  of  Duluth 
In   the  Ironton  district. 

Mr.  Lenroot  homesteaded  his  land, 
which  now  comprises  all  of  Ironton  addi- 
tion, about  thirty-one  acres  in  all.  The 
property  lies  about  a  mile  east  of  the 
property  acquired  by  the  Steel  corpora- 
tion. For  ab«>ut  four  years  Mr.  Lenroot 
Is  said  to  have  been  failing  in  mental 
powers,  and  his  business  tran.^actlons 
nave  been  looked  after  by  ex-Alderman 
Edward  Swenson  of  Ironton.  It  Is  claimed 
that  the  condition  of  the  aged  owner  of 
the   property  has  reached  a  point   where 


a  guardian  is  necessary,  and  the  probate 
court  held  a  hearing  in  one  of  the  dis- 
trict court  rooms  for  the  purpose,  there 
being  something  of  a  contest  on  between 
the  relatives.  The  daughters,  Mrs. 
Amundson  and  Mrs.  Betty  Erickson 
wanted  the  former  appointed  guardian, 
while  .some  nephews  requested  the  ap- 
pointment   of    Mr.    Swenson. 

The  facts  brought  out  at  the  hearing 
showed  that  Mrs.  Amundson  has  had  the 
care  of  her  father  for  some  time  past 
and  is  fully  competent  to  continue  to  do 
so.  The  only  reason  that  the  nephews 
advanced  for  the  appointment  of  another, 
was  tliat  a  person  who  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  transacting  business  would  b* 
more  competent  to  take  charge;  of  affairs. 
As  there  can  be  no  sale  of  the  property 
or  inve.stment  of  the  priX'^'etls  of  a  sale 
without  an  order  from  the  court,  and  as 
.th.»  guardian  will  be  cinder  sufficient 
bond.  Judge  Middleco&  held  that,  undet 
thf  clrcum.stances,  the  daughter  Is  the 
proper  person  to  have  charge  of  her 
fjithers  person  and  estate.  There  is  lit- 
tle p'^rsonal  property  in  the  estate,  but 
the  real  estate  is  understood  to  be  of  con- 
siderable   value.

Railroad  Men  Will  Cut  Down  Operating 
Charges. 

New  York.  Oct.  30.— Men  who  are  prom-  ' 
inently  identified  with  the  immediate  and 
practical   operation   of   the   large   railroad 
systems  of   the  country   gathered   in   this 
city    yesterday    ana    took    counsel    with 
each  other  as  to  how  best  to  curtail  ex- 
penses   on    their    respective    roads.      The 
general   opinion   expressed   by   these   men 
was  that  there  will  be  a  material  reduc- 
tion   in    the   outlay    for   the    operation    of : 
railroads  and  in  the  purchase  of  railway ; 
supplies  throughout  the  United  States.       '

railroad  managers  was  the  Holland  house. 
There  during  the  day  the  executive  com-  j 
mittee  of  the  American  Railroad  associa- 
tion met  and  conferred  with  representa- 
tives of  the  steel  rail  commission.  This 
executive  committee  is  composed  of  the 
following  members;  W.  C.  Brown,  vice 
president  of  the  New  York  Central;  Dan- 
iel Williard,  vice  president  of  the  Chi- 
cago. Burlington  &  Quincy;  W.  A.  Gard- 
ner, vice  president  of  the  Long  Island 
railroad;  vice  President  Gray  of  the  St. 
Louis  &  San  Francisco  railroad;  G.  L. 
Potter,  vice  president  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio-  I  G.  Bawn,  Nace  president  of  the 
Illinois  Central,  and  L.  F.  Loree,  president 
of  the  Delaware  &  Hudson. 

This  committee  will  today  report  prog- 
ress at  the  semi-annual  convention  of  the 
American  Railway  association,  which  will 
be  held  today  at  the  Wldorf-Astona  The 
steel  rail  commission's  report  on  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  subject  of  the  most 
economical  rail  to  be  adopted  will  be  pre- 
sented today,  but  it  was  stated  yesterday 
that  no  definite  action  on  the  matter 
will  be  taken.

A  new  rate  was  recently  made,  to  be- 
come effective  shortly,  and  the  lumber- 
men are  demanding  cars  to  haul  lum- 
ber East  before  the  application  of  the  in- 
creased tariff. 

The  heavy  wheat  traffic  from  the  two 
Dakotas  has  exhausted  most  of  the  cars 
in   this  section   of  the  country. 

Shippers  along  the  lines  of  the  two 
roads  are  complaining  about  the  car 
scarcity,  says  the  Lehigh  Valley  man. 
Where  they  were  getting  a  fairly  large 
number  of  cars  befoi-e  the  fall  movement, 
towns  along  the  line  of  Great. Northern 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  are  not  secur- 
ing half  that  amount  at  the  present 
time.  Th?  demand  for  cars  extends  from 
the  coast  to  the  middle  western  divisions 
of  both  roads.

Them  Behind  as  Sea- 
son Nears  End. 

November  Is  Liable  to 

to  be  Bad  Month  on 

Lakes. 


Barges  will  be  rather  few  and  far  be- 
tween in  the  ore  carrying  trade  after  a 
couple  of  weeks.  Some  of  the  lumber 
tows  will  still  be  in  use.  but  most  of  the 
bigger  barges  will  be  laid  up  for  the  sea- 
son during  the   next   few   weeks. 

Already  some  of  the  barges  in  the 
Pittsburg  Steamship  company's  fleet  have 
been  placed  in  winter  quarters  and  more 
are  following  them  every  day.  The 
whaleback  barges  or  "pigs"  as  the  mar- 
ine men  call  them,  are  not  being  used 
very  extensively  at  present  and  the  big- 
jer  ones  are  slowly  disappearing  for   the 

■winter.  ^  ^      .   .v. 

During  the  last  month  of  the  season 
when  bad  storms  are  liable  to  rage  on 
the  lakes  at  any  time,  the  barges  are  a 
ruisance  and  a  source  of  danger  to  the 
crew  on  the  steamer  or  propellor  as  well 
as  on  the  barge.  For  this  reason  they 
are  drooped  out  toward  .the  last  of 
October  and  first  of  Noveml>er.  By  the 
middle  of  November  practically  none  of 
the  bigger  barges  will  be  in  use.  Not 
more  than  two  tows  are  allowed  on  the 
lakes  as  late  in  the  season  as  this  and 
•everal  lumber  barges  have  been  dropped. 
As  far  as  Duluth  and  the  western  end 
of  Lake  Superior  are  concerned  the  soa- 
•on  of  1907  has  been  unusually  free  from 
disastrous  storms.  There  have  been 
practiciilly  no  northe^t  gal-='3  having  a 
Telocity  of  more  than  forty  miles  an 
hour  and  few  as  high  as  that.  There 
have  been  several  westerly  and  north- 
westerly gales  which  proved  severe  at 
the  other  end  of  Lake  Superior,  but  did 
not  bother  the  mariners  at  this  end. 

November  is  liable  to  be  a  bad  month 
On  the  lakes,  however,  and  the  vessel- 
men  are  making  preparations  for  tho 
worst.  It  is  likely  that  some  of  the 
barges  of  the  Pittsburg  fleet  will  be  laid 
up  here  for  the  winter,  but  the  majority 
will  go  to  the  lower  lake  ports  for  win- 
ter quarters.

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PRECIOUS  GEMS  MADE 

From  Inexpensive  Material  by  the  Use 
of  Radittm. 

Paris,  Oct.  31.— Precious  gems  can  be 
made  from  inexpensive  material  by  the 
use  of  radium,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment made  before  the  academy  of 
sciences.  The  process  Is  the  result  of 
the  recent  discoveries  that  glass  in  which 
radium    is    enclosed    takes    on    an    aaure 


tint. 

Prof.  Bordftss  was  the  originator  of  the 
process.  He  placed  40  cents  worth  of 
corindon  In  contact  with  radium  for  a 
month  and  found  that  uncolored  corindon 
became  as  yellow  as  a  topaz,  blue  corin- 
don became  emerald,  green  and  violet 
corindon,  sapphire   blue. 

Thi'  experiment  waa  repeated  with  var- 
ious shades.  One  that  became  raby 
cclcred  was  valued  by  the  Jeweler  at 
from  $100  to  $160  a  carat.  Corindon  la 
another  name  for  corundum,  the  colored

PRECIOUS  GEMS  MADE 

From  Inexpensive  Material  by  the  Use 
of  Radium. 

Paris,  Oct.  31.— Precious  gems  can  be 
made  from  inexpensive  material  by  the 
u.se  of  radium,  aecording  to  an  announce- 
ment made  before  the  academy  of 
sciences.  The  process  is  the  result  of 
the  recent  discoveries  that  gla.ss  in  which 
radium    is    enclosed    takes    on    an    aaui-e 


tint. 

Prof.  Bordass  was  the  originator  of  the 
process.  He  placed  40  cents  worth  of 
corlndon  In  contact  with  radium  for  a 
month  and  found  that  uncolored  corlndon 
became  as  yellow  as  a  topaz,  blue  corln- 
don became  emerald,  green  and  violet 
corlndon.   sapphire   blue. 

The  experiment  was  repeated  with  var- 
ious shades.  One  that  became  ruby 
c.clcred  was  valued  by  the  Jeweler  at 
from  $100  to  fl60  a  carat.

of  Germany.     Since  last  Thursday  tho 
United    States   secured    about    $3,250,000 
in  gold  from  the  Bank  of  England  and 
In  tihe  open  market,  and  the  bank's  re- 
eervf.  has  been  reduced  to  slightly  be- 
low   $21,000,000  which,  however,  was    $2,- 
500.000  higher  than  at  this  time  last  year, 
when  the  bank  rate  was  6  per  cent.    It 
was  hopexl  early  in  the  month  that  the 
Bank  of  England  might  finish  the  year 
without    iJicroasing    the    rate,    but    the 
financial  flurry  in  Ajmerica  upset  these 
calculations      and     caused     unwelcome 
pressure  here,    necessitating  protective 
measures.

keen.  This  friendly  disposition  on  the 
I>art  of  the  Bank  of  France  and  the 
fact  that  the  United  States  treasury  af- 
forded much  help  to  tihe  Ameuican  mar- 
ket during  the  strain  probafcJy  kept  the 
«Bank  of  England  authorities  from  rais- 
ing the  discount  rate  to  6  per  cent.

A  RICH  MAN  WANTED.

There  is  going  to  be  a  change  in  the  ambassadorship 
to  Berlin  as  soon  as  the  president  can  tind  a  man  who 
can  rill  the  place  that  has  been  so  capably  filled  by 
Charlemagne  Tower,  whom  old-timers  in  Duluth  will 
remember  as  a  former  resident  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Tower  has  had  enough  of  it.  and  wants  to  quit, 
but  he  will  probably  remain  in  Berlin  until  his  successor 
is  found. 

The  reason  it  is  going  to  be  difficult  to  fill  the  place 
is  that  it  IS  one  of  the  most  expensive  jobs  in  the  world 
to  hold  down.  The  only  other  jobs  that  approach  it  in 
its  lack  of  linancial  attractiveness  are  sonw  of  this  coun- 
try's  other   ambassadorships. 

Mr.  Tower  draws  a  salary  from  the  government  of 
$17,500  a  year.  That  is  not  a  bad  salary;  the  cabinet 
oflFicers  get  much  less  than  that;  but  it  is  absurdly  in- 
adequate compared  with  the  demands  of  the  place.  Mr. 
Tower  pays  a  good  deal  more  than  that  for  house  rent 
alone,  as  he  lives  in  one  of  the  most  expensive  houses 
in  Berlin.  Altogether,  it  is  said,  he  spends  $100,000  a 
year.  Obviously  he  cannot  do  this  entirely  on  his 
$17,500  salary  from  the  government,  and  if  he  were  not 
a  rich  man  he  couldn't  hold  down  the  place  more  than 
four  minutes. 

It  is  useless  to  say  that  there  is  no  excuse  for  it;  that 
the  representative  of  a  great  republic  should  live  simply 
and  should  shame  the  representatives  of  monarchies  by 
his  example  of  unostentatiousness  and  simplicity.  That 
really  wouldn't  do  at  all.  The  people  of  European  coun- 
tries judge  a  nation  by  the  display  or  lack  of  display 
made  by  its  representatives  to  a  much  larger  degree  than 
most  of  us  imagine,  and  they  would  think  that  an  ambas- 
sador who  lived  on  $17,500  a  year  had  been  sent  by  a 
very  cheap  and  unprosperous  country.  It  may  be  fool- 
ish, but  most  of  us  probably  want  our  ambassadors  to 
hold  their  end  up,  and  to  put  on  just  as  much  dog  as  the 
ambassadors  from  the  richest  despotisms  on  earth.  Even 
If  we  believe  that  ambassadors  nowadays  are  merely 
ornamental  messenger  boys,  and  that  we  could  get  along 
without  any  very  well  indeed,  so  long  as  we  have  them 
we  want  to  see  them  look  just  as  prosperous  and  haughty 
and  well-fed  and  ornamental  as  anybody's  ambassadors. 

Perhaps  it  is  true  that  ambassadors,  nowadays,  are 
merely  social  representatives,  and  are  not  politically  use- 
ful. But  until  we  decide  not  to  have  any  more  of  them, 
we  haven't  the  courage  to  send  men  who  will  be  forced 
to  live  on  the  salaries  we  pay,  which  would  necessitate 
their  lt\-ing  on  a  back  street  and  merely  looking  on  at 
the  social  whirl. 

If  mere  money  is  required,  there  are  lots  of  people 
who  could  fill  this  place,  and  who  would  be  glad  to  take 
it.  But  something  might  come  up  requiring  a  little 
brains,  too,  and  that  must  be  considered  in  choosing  Mr. 
Tower's  successor.  So  you  see  it  isn't  such  a  simple 
thing  after  all  to  find  just  the  right  man. 


privilege  was  restricted  to  full  citizens.  The  tendency 
is  undoubtedly  in  this  direction,  and  upon  the  whole  it 
is  wholesome.  There  is  little  more  reason  why  an  alien 
with  first  papers  should  be  permitted  to  vote  than  there 
is  why  a  man  who  has  just  arrived  should  be  extended' 
the  same  privilege.  No  other  country  in  the  world 
allows  anybody  but  citizens  to  vottf,  and  the  extension  of 
the  franchise  to  unnaturalized  citizens  is  due  largely  to 
politics,  the  politicians  having  found  such  votes  valuable 
to  their  business. 

Under  the  old  dispensation  in  Minnesota  many  aliens 
went  no  further  than  first  papers.  That  was  all  they 
needed  to  vote,  so  there  was  no  particular  reason  for 
becoming  naturalized  unless  they  happened  to  wish  to 
take  up  public  land,  in  which  event  they  were  required 
to  become  citizens.  But  a  man  taking  out  his  first 
papers  at  his  first  opportunity  could  become  a  voter,  and 
very  often,  though  many  years  elapsed,  he  went  no  fur- 
ther with  his  citizenship  until  the  law  limited  the  fran- 
chise to  citizens.  Then  there  was  a  boom  in  citizenship 
for  a  time,  until  a  large  portion  of  this  class  had  com- 
pleted  their   citizenship. 

Several  states  allowing  first  paper  aliens  to  vote  seek 
to  restrict  this  practice  by  providing  that  unless  they 
become  full  citizens  within  a  reasonable  time  they  can 
no  longer  vote.  In  Missouri,  for  instance,  an  alien  may 
vote  if  he  has  had  his  first  papers  a  year,  but  after  he 
has  had  them  five  years  he  can  no  longer  vote  without 
becoming  a  citizen.  In  North  Dakota  the  privilege  is 
limited  to  six  years,  after  which  the  franchise  is  with- 
drawn unless  the  citizenship  is  completed. 

Any  desirable  alien  may  become  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  after  living  here  five  years,  and  there  can 
be  no  reasonable  complaint  of  the  policy  of  withholding 
the  franchise  until  citizenship  is  completed.  There  is.  no 
particular  harm  in  permitting  first  paper  aliens  to  vote, 
but  the  term  of  five  years  is  none  too  long  to  instil  the 
spirit  of  American  principles  into  immigrants,  and  this 
spirit  they  should  have  before  they  vote. 


A  GOOD  SIGN. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  significance  about  the  news 
from  New  York  that  The  Herald  published  last  night, 
to  the  effect  that  there  is  an  unusually  large  amount  of 
small  buying  of  good  stocks  for  cash,  evidently  by  people 
of  small  means  who  see  a  chance  to  make  good  invest- 
ments that  will  return  excellent  dividends. 

Few  of  these  purchases  are  for  speculation.  Neces- 
sarily the  element  of  speculation  enters  somewhat  into 
all  of  them,  because  every  man  who  buys  anything  finds 
satisfaction  in  learning  later  that  it  has  advanced  in 
price.  It  makes  him  think  well  of  his  judgment,  which 
is  all  right  so  long  as  it  does  not  put  the  speculative  bee 
in  his  bonnet. 

But  the  most  interesting  aspect  of  this  situation  is 
that  it  shows  confidence. 

The  financial  situation  in  this  country  is  just  what 
the  people  want  to  make  it.  If  everybody  gets  scared 
half  to  death  at  nothing  and  shouts  "'panic"  and  "hard 
times,"  panic  and  hard  times  will  come.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  everybody  keeps  his  mental  equilibrium,  sits 
tightly    and    looks    the    thing    over    carefully,    everybody  j  sVudy"^''hile^"on""duty' 


HALLOWEEN. 

Yesterday  some  mischief-loving  boys  in  West  Duluth 
decided  to  "have  some  fun"  with  a  man.  They  knew  he 
would  pass  along  a  certain  alley  in  the  evening,  so  they 
rigged  up  a  wire  so  that  he  would  run  into  it  in  the 
dark.  In  some  way  the  wire  became  connected  with  an 
electric  light  wire,  and  the  joke  was  so  eminently  suc- 
cessful that  the  subject  of  the  joke  was  shocked  to 
death. 

This  is  mentioned  merely  as  a  hint  that  there  is  a 
limit  to  what  can  be  permitted  to  pass  as  "funny." 
There  wasn't  a  bit  of  fun  about  this  joke.  Several  boys 
have  been  arrested.  They  may  .not  be  the  right  ones, 
but  if  they  are  not  the  ones  who  should  have  been 
arrested  are  probably  in  a  very  serious  mood  today, 
expecting  capture  every  moment. 

It  isn't  tunny  to  destroy  property,  or  to  cause  bitter 
annoyance  and  expense  to  one's  neighbors.  It  isn't  funny 
to  take  a  man's  gate  off  and  hide  it  in  the  woods  where 
he  can  never  find  it.  It  isn't  funny,  even,  to  soap  win- 
dows so  that  it  takes  a  lot  of  work  to  make  them  clean 
again.  It  isn't  funny  to  rap  sharply  on  the  window  of  a 
house  in  which  there  may  be  a  timid  and  nervous  woman 
sitting  alone. 

Boys  will  be  boys,  of  course,  but  that  doesn't  neces- 
sarily mean  that  they  have  to  be  inhuman  little  brutes 
made  up  wh':»lly  of  malice  and  viciousness.  There  is  a 
difference  between  clean,  honest,  Halloween  fun  and 
hoodlumism  that  any  boy  ought  to  be  able  to  see  at  a 
glance. 

And  incidentally  it  might  be  suggested  in  this  con- 
nection that  parents  have  a  duty  to  perform  tonight,  too. 
If  there  ever  was  a  night  when  boys  should  be  tied  to 
their  mother's  apron  strings,  or  to  a  bedpost,  it  is  to- 
night.

"It  Is  almost  part  of  the  calling,"  said 
a  traveling  man,  "that  men  selling  fake 
drugs  and  goods  of  a  kindred  nature 
should  have  long  hair.

Very  likely  much  of  the  money  used  for  this 
purpose  was  drawn  out  of  the  suspected  New  York 
banks.  Now  it  has  gone  to  strengthen  the  stock  market, 
and  it  will  be  returned  to  the  ordinary  channels  of  trade. 


THE  THIRD  TKRM  MOVEMENT. 

The  Springfield  Republican  says  that  the  financial 
crisis  has  destroyed  the  third  term  movement  for  good 
and  all,  and  intimates  that  we  have  heard  about  the  last 
of  it. 

This  may  be  true  and  it  may  not.  It  depends  alto- 
gether on  the  extent  to  which  the  country  follows  its 
usual  habit  of  blaming  the  administration  for  whatever 
financial  depression  may  occur  during  its  lifetime,  and 
of  rebuking  that  administration  by  voting  against  the 
party  in  power  at  its  first  opportunity. 

President  Roosevelt,  by  his  activity  in  dealing  with 
matters  closely  associated  with  the  business  fabric,  has 
come  closer  than  any  other  president  to  encouraging 
this  tendency.  Yet  at  the  same  time,  in  doing  so  he  has 
been  attacking  evils  so  real  and  so  obvious  that  he  has 
had  throughout  the  full  support  of  the  people,  and  appar- 
ently he  has  it  yet.

A  RICH  MAN  WANTED.

There  is  going  to  be  a  change  in  the  ambassadorship 
to  Berlin  aa  soon  as  the  president  can  and  a  man  who 
can  fill  the  place  that  has  been  so  capably  filled  by 
Charlemagne  Tower,  \vhL>m  old-timers  in  Duluth  will 
remember  as  a  former  resident  of  this  city. 

Mr.  To'.ver  has  had  enough  of  it.  and  wants  to  quit, 
but  he  will  probably  remain  in  Berlin  until  his  successor 
is  found. 

The  reason  it  is  going  to  be  difficult  to  fill  the  place 
is  that  it  IS  one  of  the  most  expensive  jobs  in  the  world 
to  hold  down.  The  only  other  jobs  that  approach  it  in 
its  lack  of  financial  attractiveness  are  som«  of  this  coun- 
try's  other   ambassadorships.  . 

Mr.  Tower  draws  a  salary  from  the  government  of 
$17,500  a  year.  That  is  not  a  bad  salary;  the  cabinet 
officers  get  much  less  than  that;  but  it  is  absurdly  in- 
adequate compared  with  the  demands  of  the  place.  Mr. 
Tower  pays  a  good  deal  more  than  that  for  house  rent 
alone,  as  he  lives  in  one  of  the  most  expensive  houses 
in  Berlin.  Altogether,  it  is  said,  he  spends  $100,000  a 
year.  Obviously  he  cannot  do  this  entirely  on  his 
$17,500  salary  from  the  government,  and  if  he  were  not 
a  rich  man  he  couldn't  hold  down  the  place  more  than 
four  minutes. 

It  is  useless  to  say  that  there  is  no  excuse  for  it;  that 
the  representative  of  a  great  republic  should  live  simply 
and  should  shame  the  representatives  of  monarchies  by 
his  example  of  unostentatiousness  and  simplicity.  That 
really  wouldn't  do  at  all.  The  peopfe  of  European  coun- 
tries judge  a  nation  by  the  display  or  lack  of  display 
made  by  its  representatives  to  a  much  larger  degree  than 
most  of  us  imagine,  and  they  would  think  that  an  ambas- 
sador who  lived  '>n  $I7,5<X)  a  year  had  been  sent  by  a 
very  cheap  and  unprosperous  country.  It  may  be  fool- 
ish, but  most  of  us  probably  want  our  ambassadors  to 
hold  their  end  up,  and  to  put  on  just  as  much  dog  as  the 
ambassadors  from  the  richest  despotisms  on  earth.  Even 
if  we  believe  that  ambassadors  nowadays  are  merely 
ornamental  messenger  boys,  and  that  we  could  get  along 
without  any  very  well  indeed,  so  long  as  we  have  them 
we  want  to  see  them  look  just  as  prosperous  and  haughty 
and  well-fed  and  ornamental  as  anybody's  ambassad'>rs. 

Perhaps  it  is  true  that  ambassadors,  nowadays,  are 
merely  social  representatives,  and  are  not  politically  use- 
ful. But  until  we  decide  not  to  have  any  more  of  them, 
we  haven't  the  courage  to  send  men  who  will  be  forced 
to  live  on  the  salaries  we  pay.  which  would  necessitate 
their  living  <m  a  back  street  and  merely  looking  on  at 
the  social  whirl. 

If  mere  money  is  required,  there  are  lots  of  people 
who  could  rill  this  place,  and  who  would  be  glad  to  take 
it.  But  something  might  come  up  requiring  a  little 
brains,  too,  and  that  must  be  considered  in  choosing  Mr. 
Tower's  successor.  So  you  see  it  isn't  such  a  simple 
thing  after  all  to  find  just  the  right  man. 


HALLOWEEN. 

Yesterday  some  mischicf-Ioving  boys  in  West  Duluth 
decided  to  "have  some  fun"  with  a  man.  They  knew  he 
would  pass  along  a  certain  alley  in  the  evening,  so  they 
rigged  up  a  wire  so  that  he  W'juld  run  into  it  in  the 
dark.  In  some  way  the  wire  became  connected  with  an 
electric  liglit  wire,  and  the  j-jke  was  so  eminently  suc- 
cessful that  the  subject  of  the  joke  was  shocked  to 
death. 

This  is  mentioned  merely  as  a  hint  that  there  is  a 
limit  to  what  can  be  permitted  to  pass  as  "funny." 
There  wasn't  a  bu  of  fun  about  this  joke.  Several  boys 
have  been  arrested.  They  may  not  be  the  right  ones, 
but  if  they  are  not  the  ones  who  should  have  been 
arrested  are  probably  in  a  very  serious  mood  today, 
expecting  capture  every  moment. 

It  isn't  funny  to  destroy  property,  or  to  cause  bitter 
annoyance  and  expense  to  one's  neighbors.  It  isn't  funny 
to  take  a  man's  gate  off  and  hide  it  in  the  woods  where 
he  can  never  find  it.  It  isn't  funny,  even,  to  soap  win- 
dows so  that  it  takes  a  lot  of  work  to  make  them  clean 
again.  It  isn't  funny  to  rap  sharply  on  the  window  of  a 
house  in  which  there  may  be  a  timid  and  nervous  woman 
sitting  alone. 

Boys  will  be  boys,  of  course,  but  that  doesn't  neces- 
sarily mean  that  they  have  to  be  inhuman  little  brutes 
made  up  wholly  of  malice  and  viciousness.  There  is  a 
difference  between  clean,  honest,  Halloween  fun  and 
hoodlumism  that  any  boy  ought  to  be  able  to  see  at  a 
glance. 

And  incidentally  it  might  be  suggested  in  this  con- 
nection that  parents  have  a  duty  to  perform  tonight,  too. 
If  there  ever  was  a  right  when  boys  should  be  tied  to 
their  mother's  apron  strings,  or  to  a  bedpost,  it  is  to- 
night. 


privilege  was  restricted  to  full  citizens.  The  tendency 
is  undoubtedly  in  this  direction,  and  upon  the  whole  it 
is  wholesome.  There  is  little  more  reason  why  an  alien 
with  first  papers  should  be  permitted  to  vote  than  there 
is  why  a  man  who  has  just  arrived  should  be  extended 
the  same  privilege.  No  other  country  in  the  world 
allows  anybody  but  citizens  to  vottf,  and  the  extension  of 
the  franchise  to  unnaturalized  citizens  is  due  largely  to 
politics,  the  politicians  having  found  such  votes  valuable 
to  their  business. 

Under  the  old  dispensation  in  Minnesota  many  aliens 
went  no  further  than  first  papers.  That  was  all  they 
needed  to  vote,  so  there  was  no  particular  reason  for 
becoming  naturalized  unless  they  happened  to  wish  to 
take  up  public  land,  in  which  event  they  were  required 
to  become  citizens.  But  a  man  taking  out  his  first 
papers  at  his  first  opportunity  could  become  a  voter,  and 
very  often,  though  many  years  elapsed,  he  went  no  fur- 
ther with  his  citizenship  until  the  law  limited  the  fran- 
chise to  citizens.  Then  there  was  a  boom  in  citizenship 
for  a  time,  until  a  large  portion  of  this  class  had  com- 
pleted  their   citizenship 

Several  states  allowing  first  paper  aliens  to  vote  seek 
to  restrict  this  practice  by  providing  that  unless  they 
become  full  citizens  within  a  reasonable  time  they  can 
no  longer  vote.  In  Missouri,  for  instance,  an  alien  may 
vote  if  he  has  had  his  first  papers  a  year,  but  after  he 
has  had  them  five  years  he  can  no  longer  vote  without 
becoming  a  citizen.  In  North  Dakota  the  privilege  is 
limited  to  si.x  years,  after  which  the  franchise  is  with- 
drawn unless  the  citizenship  is  completed. 

Any  desirable  alien  may  become  a  citizen  of 
L'nited  States  after  living  here  five  years,  and  there  can 
be  no  reasonable  complaint  of  the  policy  of  withholding 
the  franchise  until  citizenship  is  completed.  There  is  no 
particular  harm  in  permitting  first  paper  aliens  to  vote, 
but  the  term  of  five  years  is  none  too  long  to  instil  the 
spirit  of  American  principles  into  immigrants,  and  this 
spirit  they  should  have  before  they  vote.

A  GOOD  SIGN. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  significance  about  the  news 
from  New  York  that  The  Herald  published  last  night, 
to  the  effect  that  there  is  an  unusually  large  amount  of 
small  buying  of  good  stocks  for  cash,  evidently  by  people 
oi  small  means  who  see  a  chance  to  make  good  invest- 
ments that  will  return  excellent  dividends. 

Few  of  these  purchases  are  for  speculation.  Neces- 
sarily the  element  of  speculation  enters  somewhat  into 
all  of  them,  because  every  man  who  buys  anything  finds 
satisfaction  in  learning  later  that  it  has  advanced  in 
price.  It  makes  him  think  well  of  his  judgment,  which 
is  all  right  so  long  as  it  does  not  put  the  speculative  bee 
in  his  bonnet. 

But  the  most  interesting  aspect  of  this  situation  is 
that  it   shows  confidence. 

The  financial  situation  in  this  country  is  just  what 
the  people  want  to  make  it.  If  everybody  gets  scared 
half  to  death  at  nothing  and  shouts  ''panic"  and  "hard 
times,"  panic  and  hard  times  will  come.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  everybody  keeps  his  mental  equilibrium,  sits 
tightly  and  looks  the  thing  over  carefully,  everybody 
will  see  that  the  situation  is  fundamentally  sound,  and 
the  return  of  confidence  will  shortly  produce  a  return 
of  business  and   industrial   activity. 

The  buying  of  stocks  for  investment  by  small  capital- 
ists, able  to  buy  onlj'  two  or  three  or  ten  or  fifty  shares 
apiece,  proves  the  existence  of  the  confidence  that  is 
needed.  Very  likely  much  of  the  money  used  for  this 
purpose  was  drawn  out  of  the  suspected  New  York 
banks.  Now  it  has  gone  to  strengthen  the  stock  market, 
and  it  will  be  returned  to  the  ordinary  channels  of  trade.

Local  Telegraphers  Think 

Trouble  is  Virtually 

at  End. 

Some  of  Them  Are  Re- 

turing  to  Their 

VVork. 


Although  the  local  union  of  the 
Commercial  Telegraphers  has  not  for- 
mally acknowledged  that  the  strike  is 
over  and  that  the  union  has  been  de- 
feated in  its  struggle  witli  the  tele- 
graph companies,  the  members  feel 
that  now  that  the  head  officials  of  the 
order  are  talking  of  sending  the  men 
!  back  to  work,  that  the  conflict  is  at  a*-; 
end. 

Soma  of  the  men  who  have  been 
prominent  locally  on  the  side  of  thB 
strikers,  have  signitied  their  intentions 
of  returning  to  work,  believing  tlie 
strike  to  be  over.  A  few  have  already 
returned  to  the  services  of  either  the 
Western  Union  or  the  North  Ameri- 
can Telegraph  companies. 

Not  a  great  many  of  the  operators 
who  went  out  here  at  the  time  of  the 
strike  are  left  in  the  city.  They  have 
drifted  away  to  accept  positions  else- 
where, pending  a  settlem-ent  of  the 
difficulties  between  the  operators  and 
tlieir  emploj'ers. 

Some  have  secured  more  lucrative 
and  better  po.sitions  as  a  result  of  thu 
strike,  and  these  they  will  not  now  re- 
lintjuish.  Some  of  them  have  got 
berths  in  brokers'  offices,  which  pay 
better  than  the  ordinary  telegrapers' 
position  in  a  commercial  office.  Also 
the  hours  are  usually  easier. 

Of  the  strikei-s  who  are  still  in  Du- 
luth  only  a  very  few  are  now  without 
positions-  These  will  likely  take  the 
positions  with  the  commercial  com- 
panies which  they  left  at  the  beginning 
of  the  trouble,  realizing  that  the  strike 
has  virtually  ended.

Ti>day  was  the  la9t  dade  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  la^i  half  of  the  real  estate 
taxe>s  for  1W6.  and  th«  county  treasur- 
er's office  has  b-sen  one  of  the  busiest 
places  in  the  city.  Under  the  law  own- 
ers of  realty  may  pay  the  flrsst  half  of 
their  taxes  by  the  iasl  of  May  and  the 
la.st    half   by    the   la.-^t    day   of   October. 


each  year,  the  object  of  the  law  being 
to  make  the  burden  of  taxation  as  light 
as  pos«ible  by  dividing  the  payments. 

L'p  to  within  a  few  days  ago  the 
taxes  have  been  coming  in  very'  slowly, 
more  so  in  fact  than  for  any  preceding 
fall  in  sonie  years.  The  rush  has  been 
un  for  the  past  three  days,  practically. 

County  Treasurer  H'>l€-ate  says  that 
while  Vn-i  smaller  amounts  in  taxes 
ha\e  been  paid  in  cash  there  have  bLH^n 
more  than  the  usual  number  of  checks 
tendered  where  the  taxes  ran  up  to 
any  considerable  figure.  The  treasur- 
er, as  has  always  t>een  the  custom,  is 
accepting  certified  checks  in  payment 
of  taxes,  but  the  receipts  will  be  with- 
held until  the  checks  go  through  the 
clearing  houae.  Persons  who  pay  their 
taxes  with  certified  checks,  however, 
ar«  amply  protected  against  any  pen- 
alties which  will  accrue  to  those  not 
making  a  payment  by  this  evening, 
although  they  may  not  get  their  tax 
rec.ipls  for  some  time  to  come. 

County  Treasurer  Holgate  says  that 
the  nuniV)er  of  taxpayers,  who  paid  the 

at 
May  settlement  was  larger 
and  that  this  will  have  »>m.e  effect  on 
the  nioveinent  to  pay  the  last  half  of 
the  taxes.  About  the  last  of  May 
times  w#re  quite  prosperous,  money 
\vas  qujite  easy  and  many  taxpayers 
took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
pay  thejir  taxes  in  full  instead  of  i>ay- 
ing  jusit  half  and  then  waiting  until 
today  th  pay  the  remaining  half.  The 
tax  receipts  by  June  1  last  were  given 
a  material  boos:,  but  the  indications 
are    that  there  will  be  quite  a  number 


of  delinquents   by   tonight. 

The  10  per  cent  penalty  provided  by 
law  will  attach  to  the  unpaid  taxes  to- 
morrow morning  and  there  are  bound 
to  be  many  large  taxpayers  who  will 
have  this  penalty  to  take  care  of  by 
reason  of  their  inability  or  neglect  to 
pay  their  taxes  today. 

T'jday  was  payday  for  the  county 
employes  and  the  county  payroll  was 
taken  care  of  by  cash  payments,  the 
treasurer  having  enough  money  on 
hand  to  cash  all  the  county  orders  due 
today. 

What  the  situation  is  next  month  re- 
mains to  be  seen.  The  treasurer  is 
lilvely  to  receive  taxes  right  along  dur- 
ing the  month  and  part  of  these  will 
pix>bably  t^e  paid  in  ca.sh.  It  Is  likely, 
io«j.  that  the  present  stringent  situation 
will  have  disappeared  within  a  month 
and  th^  county  will  be  liberally  sup- 
plied with  the  needful  before  next  pay- 
day.

National    Commission 

Makes  Ruling  for  the 

N.  C.  C.  League. 


Percy  R.  Glass  of  Lake  Linden, 
president  of  the  now  defunct  Northern 
Copper  Country  league,  is  in  New  York 
this  week  attending  the  annual  meei- 
ing  of  the  National  Association  of 
Minor  League  Baseball  Clubs.  He 
has  succeeded  in  securing  a  ruling 
from  the  national  commission  to  the 
effect  that  the  players,  who  claimed 
violation  of  contracts  on  the  part  of 
the  clubs,  on  account  of  the  shortening 
of  the  season  this  year,  are  still  und'.-r 
reserve  to  the  clubs  with  which  they 
played  and  must  respect  the  reserve 
on   pain  of  black-listing  for  failure. 

The  question  was  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed at  the  time  the  season  closed, 
but  no  d'l^'flnite  ruling  was  obtained 
from  the  commission  until  this  we^k. 
The  season  was  originally  scheduled 
to  close  Sept.  7.  It  was  cut  short  five 
days  and  closed  Sept.  2.      Some  of  the 

piayers  contended  that  unless  they 
were  paid  to  Sept.  7,  they  could  not 
be  reserved,  and  some  of  them  went 
80  far  as  to  sign  up  with  teams  of  the 
Wiscon.sin-Illinols  league  and  let  their 
names  go  jn  on  the  reserve  lists  of 
those    clubs. 

The  contention  of  Dr.  Glass  and  the 
club  owners  was  that  the  league  did 
not  know  whether  the  players  would 
have  to  be  paid  to  Sept.  7  or  not,  since 
the  lekgram  to  the  national  commis- 
sion, asking  for  a  ruling,  was  delayed 
on  account  of  the  telegraphers' 
strike.  The  commission  upholds  the 
club  owners  in  their  stand  and  the 
players,  who  jumped,  are  still  the 
property  of  the  Nortiiern  Copper 
Country    league   clubs. 

Several  deals  are  on  for  the  sale  jf 
Northern  Copper  Country  It-ague  play- 
ers, and  they  are  expected  to  bs 
closed  within  a  few  days.  Kurke,  the 
Houghton  catcher,  has  been  disposed 
of  to  an  Kastern  league  club,  but 
which  club  has  secured  him  has  not 
been  made  public.

— The  prevalence  ot 
smallpox  in  this  city  has  prompted  th* 
board  of  health  and  the  board  of  edu-

WALKER  SANITARIUM. 

Conditions  Under  Which  Patients  Will  be 
Received  for  Treatment. 

Walker,  Minn..  Oct.  30.— (.Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  management  of  the  state 
sanitarium  here  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis,  has  issued  the  following  cir- 
cular outlining  the  method  of  entering 
the  institution: 

"As  this  institution  was  established  for 
the  treatment  of  those  cases  tliat  are 
showing-  the  first  symptoms  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  it  will  be  the  endeavor,  in 
accordance  with  the  law.  to  admit  only 
those  patients  wlio  have  ^ight  disease, 
and  who  offer  a  cure,  or  of  such  amelior- 
ation of  symptoms  that  they  may  be- 
come wage  earners  again.  It  is  further- 
more* intended  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion, where  patients  will  be  taught  the 
simple  but  important  lawfs  of  hygienic 
living.  The  sanitorium  should  in  no  sense 
be  considered  a  home  of  the  hopelessly 
sick.  Patients  must  have  resided  in  the 
state  for  one  year.  Application  for  ad- 
mission should  be  made  to  the  superin- 
tendent at  Walker.  When  a  vacancy  ex- 
ists he  will  send  an  order  for  the  patient 
to  go  to  an  examiner.  The  examiner  will 
send  the  report  of  his  examination  to 
Dr  Marcley.  who  will  admit  the  patient 
If  "he  is  considered  a  suitable  case  for 
treatment.  The  charge  for  patients  will 
be  uniform,  at  the  rate  of  $7  per  week. 
County  commissioners  are  authorized  to 
pay  this  charge  for  any  patient  they 
send."

The  Gurtln  case  has  been  withdrawn. 

After  sensational  charges  against  each 
other  by  both  parties  to  the  action,  th« 
JIO.OOO  damage  caae  of  William  Rock,  as 
guardian  of  Matilda  Mary  Hinricks,  a 
minor,  against  Alexander  J.  Gurtln,  wa« 
dlmissed'in  the  district  court  this  morn- 
ing, on  a  motion  of  Mr.  Rock's  attorney. 
The  notice  does  not  state  any  reasons 
for  the  discontinuance  of  the  suit. 

Under  the  complaint  of  record  Mr. 
Rock  claimed  that  Mr.  Gurtln  had  been 
guilty  of  a  criminal  assault  and  other 
unmentionable  acts  toward  Matilda  Hin- 
ricks, a  15-year-old  girl.  He  claimed 
that  by  reason  of  such  aUeged  acttons  the 
girl  had  been  damaged  in  person  and 
reputation  to  the  amount  of  110,000. 

Mr.  Gurtln.  in  his  answer,  denied  point 
blank  the  charges  made  in  the  complaint, 
and  claimed  that  Mr.  Rock,  Matilda  Hin- 
ricks and  the  latter's  older  sister  had  en- 
tered Into  a  conspiracy  to  blackmail  the 
defendant.  It  was  also  claimed  by  Gur- 
tln that  he  was  not  the  only  person  on 
whom  the  alleged  blackmail  had  been  at- 
tempted by  the  same  three  persons. 
Strong  charges  were  made  against  the 
character  of  the  guardian  and  the  two 
young  women.
